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CHAPTER XI. 


AN OLD FASHIONED HUNT. 

In the East "a hunt ” geneially means a tramp from morn¬ 
ing till night. The noble rage of the epicure’s palate, whose 
demands mast be respected at whatever consequence, has there 
made game so scarce that he who would seek a few day's relief 
from the health-destroying monotony of business must tramp, 
tramp, tramp, all day to even get sight of a few birds. While It 
Is true that local causes, such as cold Winters and too wet breed¬ 
ing seasons on the one band, and restocking and warning off 
of all hunters by farmers on the other hand, Influence the quan¬ 
tity of game, It Is still certain that game under the present out¬ 
rageously wasteful system Is on the rapid decrease, and will so 
continue so long as every swinish biped Is allowed to kill all be 
can during the long open season, either to sell or to brag over. 

But In the West this Is not yet so. Tbe market’s royal preroga¬ 
tive, though yearly levying farther aud faster Its exhausting 
tribute upon the fairest of nature's works, has still left portions 
of tbe West so comparatively untouched that as much sport as 
any reasonable man should desire may almost always be had In 
less than half a day, provided, of course, that one knows when, 
where and bow to hunt. And such was the huotlng that our 
friend, have hitherto generally done on this trip. But now Mel¬ 
ville said to Bolton, as he rose ooe morning. 

“Bolt, let’s take to-day a regular old-fashioned Jersey hunt, 
an all day tramp, just to see wbat we can get. That’s the only 
way to contrast tbe Fall bunting here with that of the East. 
We’ll shoot all we can except rabbits. Tbey always make a fool 
of the dogs, are heavy and unpleasant to carry, and ain’t worth 
a continental after you get them. Good sport can often be bad 
with them; but to do so one should make a specialty of them 
and go where they are the thickest. I never notice them when 
after birds with a dog.’’ 

“Allright, I’m with you for all day or all night, so long as 
you show me game.’’ 

Frank Forester has lavished many of bis noblest sentences 
upon the Autumn shooting of America. And, Indeed, he has not 
drawn bis bow too struugly or tipped his brilliant shafts with 
any too keen words. It Is a pleasure to even wander alone and 
empty-banded over the sere and saddened Helds and through tbe 
tattered wood, to thread the brake ragged with the scolding 
storms, to linger along tbe -prlng run checkered with a hundred- 
hued leaves, to lounge on the old log or bask on the sloping hill¬ 
side In tbe softened rays that struggle down through the smoky 
air of Indian Summer. 

But how la this pleasure heightened by the company of the 
faithful dog, the trusty guo, the genial friend, and, above all, tbe 
dear little feathered beauties I Tbe pleasure of Others is in the 
Imagination, In the contrast between life and death, In tbe 
mournful satisfaction we feel In the striking analogy between 
the death of nature and our own, and in the pomp and gorgeous 
state with which nature decks her bier. But tbe sportsman’s 
pleasure Is solid,substantial joy,over which memory fondly lingers 
In years to come. The llrst glimpse of the frost king’s gaudy 
standards awakes In bis bosom feelings unknown to other mor¬ 
tals, a restless burning and yearning which will not down at the 
command of duty or avocation, until at last, with gun in band 
and dogs romping and rollicking around him In happy anticipa¬ 
tion, be starts for tbe field with bounding heart aud tlDgllng 
nerve. And then how different the sport from that of Bprlng or 
Summer which, though glorious enough In fact, Is tame by the 
contrast 1 Now be may find little “Bob Whits ” In full dress and 
fully developed form gleaning the stubbles, basking and dusting 
along tbe feoces or sunny hillsides, or In the weeds or briars In 
the orner of the stubble field. As with bussing wing tbe bevy 
dart Into tbe tangled brake or sapling grove be follows them and 
finds along with them the splendid Autumn woodcock,now whirl¬ 
ing away upward on his vigorous wing, now whistling swiftly 
through an unseen corridor of tbe tangled brush, or disappearing 
'lie a flash In the thick foliage that still cleaves to the scrub-oak. 
Perhaps the magnificent ruffed grouse goes booming from the 
thicket; or from the meadow the snipe twists away on hts erratic 
wing; or from the toad flax or briar patch lu tbe Held the timid 
little nare piles bis rustllug foot for the brush. But this la about 
all tbe game there now Is on the upland of the East; though oc¬ 
casionally a stray duck lingers for a day or two around some 
pond, taking good care to keep In the mtdJle; a grey squirrel 
•nay occasionally be pacified by those who want them; and the 
gastronomic Itch of the meat hunter may And a soothing balm In 
we poor little robblns aqd hlghholdera that feed in the old red- 
gum-tree, or wild-cherry-tree. 

The praise of dear old Frank was well merited however. Bat 
i! 14 !® » lw »js regretted that he knew so comparatively little of 
good Western shooting. For If any man ever deserved to enjoy 
o’ , ***’ who 10 tb ® keenest appreciation of nature’s treasures 

unium those feelings of propriety sod decency that characterise

“ougb It must be admitted that these portions are rare. There 
•w pieces there where tb-re la not capital shooting on nos 


or more kinds of game; but It Is only on a few spots that a 
great variety may be bad on tbe same day. 

At the town where Melville and Bolton were staying the 
river bluff* were some five miles apart, leaving on the Minnesota 
side of tbe river an elevated plain or prairie about thirty feet 
above tbe river, and from two to three miles wide. Lengthwise 
of this plain ran a long slough, narrow and shallow, which often 
branched off Into smaller arms; and along Its whole length were 
numerous small poDds scattered through the low grouod and 
filled with reeds or wild rice. The adjacent meadows were In 
some places boggy, In others covered with reeds, but were mostly 
dry and covered with little timber patches, groves of poplar 
birch and swamp oak, and wlld-plum, willow or crab-apple 
thickets. The higher ground close by was partly covered with 
second growth timber, saplings, scrub-oak and maple, which 
soon faded away Into haxel brush, which. In turn, merged Into 
small bits of prairie, partly covered with stubbles, corn patches 
and unbroken prairie sod. 

Melville and Bolton went first along the boggy shores of tbe 
slough, Intending to c.oss It at a bridge some three miles up, 
and return on the other side. In a few moments after they had 
started a sudden “ scape,’’ “scape," was heard, and three English 
snipes that had risen wild from the dogs were pitching about In 
the air. 

“ Mark them,’’ said Melville, “ they’ll soon light There Is to 
me something more Interesting about the flight of an English¬ 
man than about that of any other bird. He’s such a whiffling, 
erratic sort of a cuss; never knows where he Is going and don't 
seem to care much, but darts and sways here and there like a 
skater. After much apparent Indecision, now darting In compar¬ 
atively straight lines on each tack of their zig-zag course, then 
wheeling and spinning back again, they at last shot downward 
from above like hawks, aod pitching around backward like the 
thread of a screw, lit up tbe slough about two hundred yards 
ahead of the hunters. 

“ A mighty big fuss for such a short trip,” said Bolton, as they 
started toward them. 

The morning breeze was coming fresh down the stream and 
the dogs caught the scent full and strong some twenty yards 
from the birds and drew up In starchy stiffness. 

“ Let’s swing around and come down wind on them, so that 
you can get a side shot,” said Melville. 

Making a detour of some fifty yards to tbe left they came 
down on the snipe from above. When within ten paces the 
three birds bouuced Into the air, with their usual Impudence, 
and going up wind two passed on Bolton’s side and one on Mel¬ 
ville’s. Melville mollified the one on his side, and, turning 
Just as Bolton scared one with bis first barrel, tranqulllzed the 
other ene just as Bolton allayed the alarm of the first one by a 
well-directed shot from his second barrel.

After a twenty minutes’ tramp, during which Bolton dis¬ 
tressed another snipe with the Bmell of some country store 
powder, aod Melville alleviated the anxiety of another that was 
In company with It, they came to a small pond fringed around 
Its borders with a heavy growth of wild rice now dead and broken 
down. 

" Now Bolt,’ said Melville, “ slip In some heavier cartridges 
and we’ll go up carefully to this, for there are most always ducks 
In It.'* 

The dogs were at once motioned to heel and commenced to 
crawl cautiously behind their masters, who approached the pond 
with heads down and noiseless tread. 

When within ten yards of the edge Melville rose and gave a 
loud “sho-o-o.” It was answered at once by a vigorous flap, 
flap, flap, mingled with heart-rending squeals and energetic 
quacks, as half a dozen mallards and about a dozen wood-ducks 
bounced up out of the water and rice, and was folio \ ed imme¬ 
diately by a bang, whang, tmpbang, tpoth, biff bang k-thump, as 
In the mud or water, or hard ground five ducks came rolling 
down; three from Melville's two barrels and two from Bolton’s 
second barrel. 

" Squat close a moment," said Melville, hiding In the reeds 
along the outer edge, “ they may circle and give us another 
shot.’’ 

But the ducks knew too much. After circling high two or 
three times they took a straight course up the slough. 

“ We'll see them again to-day Id another pond,’’ said Melville 

The ducks,two flue mallards aod tb ee wood-ducks were brought 
In by tbe dogs, duly pocketed, and the party moved ahead 
again. 

They had gone but a few yards when Romeo was missing. On 
looking for him tbe Up of bis tall was discovered projecting with 
a faint quiver from the rice on the upper edge of the pond, bis 
entire body being hidden. 

As they went up to him a snipe flirted out which Bolton blew 
lo flinders before It could open Its sauce box.

Tbe word was clipped by the " scape" of another snipe, which 
Bolton so terrified with an explosion In Its immediate rear, and 
Melville so stimulated with a grain of fine shot In Its drumstick, 
that It struck a bee line for Louisiana,and at tbe rate It was going 
when last seen, probably reached It before sundown. 

They resumed their beat up the slough without seeing anything 
for nearly half an hour, when Melville suddenly exclaimed: 

“Down quick. Here comes a flock of chickens. Shoot well 
ahead " 

Bearing right down upon them, with the alow-looking but 
really very swift flight of this grouse when full grown and under 
full headway In a “pack," came forty or fifty; some sailing, 
some with their rapid whiffling stroke of wing, but all sweeping 
along In swift and even array. 

“ Don’t let’em peas," said Melville, raising his gun; "but 
shoot before"— 

He finished the sentence with a bang, bang, that brought one 
bird down almost upon their heads, and another bouncing down 
a few yards behind them; while Bolton decimated the tail feath¬ 


ers of one as they passed over and pulled down another with a 
broken wing as tbey passed swiftly out of shot. 

“Ain’t they beauties,” said Bolton, looking at the first two, 
while Romeo scampered away for the winged one after they had 
loaded. I didn’t expect to find grouse down here.” 

“They come down from tbe bluffs sometimes In the Fall to 
these plains In fact, some few breed here. They travel on the 
wing now, and sometimes fly for miles at a stretch." 

There being here a narrow place In the slough, they tied their 
ducks and grouse together and tossed them Into some reeds on 
the opposite side to get on their return, and marked the place 
with a paper on a flag-stalk on their side. 

A short tramp brought them to another little pond filled with 
flags and a little rice, out of which sprung with a clatter of wings 
a bunch of green-winged teal. Bolton dropped two with bla first 
barrel and one with bis second. Melville, having used his first 
barrel to miss a woodcock that rose from the flags at the same 
time with the ducks, and his second to atone for the first miss, 
got none of the ducks. 

After they were loaded, Jack, who was sent for the woodcock, 
suddenly drew and a snipe rose wild before him. 

“Scape,” be went with a twist, bang, wbaDg; “ scape," with 
another twist, whang, bang; and with another “scape” and twist 
away he went unharmed rushing hlgb up with a slanting dart as 
if shot from a bow and aimed to reach Louisiana. 

“Pretty workl” said Bolton. "Four barrels and not a feather. 
See how disgusted Jack looks.” 

“ It will happen sometimes. I wouldn’t give a cent to shoot 
If I could bit always" 

“ Well, I would; just for a change." 

On one side of this pond was a patch of willows, burr oak, and 
birch timber which the dogs, after retrieving the ducks and the 
woodcock, lost no time in Inspecting. The patter of their feet 
on the dead leaves soon ceased, and, on going In, their masters 
found Romeo frozen fast by the side of an old fallen tree top 
and Jack a few paces behind him subscribing strongly to bla 
opinion by his stiffen attitude. 

As the men walked in, a royal cock whirled up through the 
tree tops while from the salvo of artillery that honored his de¬ 
parture, rained down a shower of dead twigs and dried leaves, 
unmlxed with a single feather.

From the edge of this timber patch, as they went out, burst a 
couple of ruffed grouse, and were fast clearing the opening be¬ 
tween this and another piece of wood when Melville, dropping on 
one knee to see under the brush, brought a shower of feathers 
from one of them. 

“No go," Bald Bolton, as on they whizzed. “Yes, you did, 
too,” he added, as one of them tumbled headlong out of the air 
about three hundred yards off, and bounced several yards along 
the ground with its momentum. 

At the next timber patch, which was a small one, the other one 
of the two grouse “ played It fine” on Bolton, who bad gone 
Inside, but ran foul of a load of shot from Melville who had gone 
around to the opposite side to congratulate him In case of bla 
escape from Bolton. A couple of woodcocks took advantage of 
Bolton’s empty gun, which he bad unloaded rather expeditiously 
at the grouse, to effect tbelr disappearance; but Bolton got 
loaded jUBt In time to pull down one of them with a beautiful 
long snap-shot, just as It was fading in a dissolving view among 
tbe tree tops. 

Two more ponds were then visited, with no results but another 
snipe. Several yellow-leg snipe were loafing around tbe muddy 
margins, and many a rail inspected the party; but these tbey 
would not fire at. 

“ We'll turn up now on the higher ground and take a cruise 
for quails. On our way home we’ll find cocks and snipes plentter 
on tbe other side," said Melville. 

A few moments brought them to the timber and brush that 
covered the higher ground beyond which was a long line of stub¬ 
bles and ploces of unbroken prairie grass. 

“This Is tbe quail ground,” said Melville, “and lt’e a good 
place for ruffed grouse, and rabbits loo; but strange to say, I 
never saw a cock on any of It. Sloping hillsides like this, cov¬ 
ered with saplings and so close to tbe feeding ground, Is Just the 
place for Fall cocks East, but here, what cocks remain as late as 
this all lie In the flags or dry timber patches on the low ground." 

They walked on for some time before they saw anything but 
an occasional hare which scurried swiftly away unshot at.

The bird spun away apparently untouched, ^ 
but in a moment began to tower rapidly upward until It reached 
a point about a hundred feet high, when It hung for a moment 
In mid air, then folded Its little wings and came down withua ,

Mounting fresh cigars they now shouldered their guns and 
started for the bridge, to take the other side of the slough on 
their homeward beat. On reaching the other side they heard the

was thought to be of very small value. A few millions were 
taken every year In Maaaachnaetta Bay, Long Island Sound snd 
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the inlete of New Jersey. A smell portion of these were used 
for belt; a few barrels occasionally salted In Massachusetts to be 
exported Into the West Indies. Large quantities were ploughed 
Into the soil of the farms along the shores, stimulating the crops 
for a time, but in the end Ailing the soil with oil, parching U 
and making it unfit for tillage, t Since that time manifold uses 
have been fouod. As a balt-flsle this excels all others, for many 
yesrs much the greater share of our mackerel was caught by its 
aid, while the cod and halibut fleet use It rather than any other fish 
when it can be procured. The total consumption of menhaden 
for bilt, 1877, did not fall below 80,000 bariela, or 20,000,000 of 
fish valued at $500,000. Ten years before, when the entire 
mackerel fleet was fishing with hooks, the consumption was much 
greater. The Dominion mackerel fleet buy menhaden i>alt lo 
quantity, and Its value has been thought an lmportaut element 
In framing treaties between our government and that of Great 
Britain. 

As a food resource It Is found to have great possibilities. 
Many hundreds of barrels are sold In the West Indies while 
thousands of barrels are salted down for domestic use by fami¬ 
lies living near the shore. Io many sections they are sold fresh 
in the market. Within six years there has sprung up an Impor¬ 
tant Industry which consists In packing these fish In oil, after the 
manner of sardines, for home and foreign consumption. Io 1874 
the production of canoed fish did not fall below 500,000 boxes. 
The discovery made by Mr. S. L. Goodale, that from these fish 
may be extracted, for the cost of carefully boiling them, a sub¬ 
stance possessing all the properties of Liebig’s “ Extract of beef,' 1 
opens up a vast field for future development. As a food for the 
domestic animals In the form of "fish meal,” there seems also 
to be a broad opening. As a source of oil, the menhaden Is of 
more importance than any other marine animal. Its annual 
yield usually exceeds that of the whale (from the American fish¬ 
eries) by about 200,000 gallons, and in 1874 did not fall far short 
of the aggregate of all the whale, seal and cod oil made In 
America. In 1878 the menhaden oil and guano industry em¬ 
ployed capital to the amount of $2,850,000, 8,337 men, 64 
steamer:, 279 sailing vessels, and consumed 777,000,000 of fish; 
there were 56 factories, which produced 1,393,644 gallous of oil, 
valued at $450,000, and 55,154 tous of crude guano, valued at 
$600,000 ; this was a poor year. In 1874 the number of gallons 
produced was 3,373,000; io 1875, 2,681,000; lo 1876, 2.992,000; 
lo 1877, 2 437,000. In 1878 the total value of manufactured 
products was $1,050,000; io 1874 this was $1,809,000; In 1875, 
$1,583,000; la 1876, $1,671,000; In 1877, $1,003,000. Itshould 
be stated that in these reports only four-fifths of the whole num¬ 
ber of factories are tucluded. The refuse of the oil factories sup¬ 
plies a material of much value for manures. As a base for nitro¬ 
gen it enters largely Into tbe composition of most of the manu¬ 
factured fertilisers. The amount of nitrogen derived from this 
source In 1875 was estimated to be equivalent to that contained 
lo 60,000,000 pounds of Peruvian guano, the gold value of which 
would not have been far from $1,920,000. The yield of the men¬ 
haden fishery In pounds Is probably triple that of any other 
carrie 1 on by the fishermen of the United States- In the value 
of Its products it Is surpassed only by three: the cod fishery, 
which io 1876 was estimated t> be worth $4,826,000; the whale 
fishery, $2,850,000, aud the mackerel fishery, $2,275,000. The 
value of the menhaden fishery for this year being $1,653,000. 

In estimating the importance of the menhaden to the United 
States, Itshould be born In mind that Its absence from our waters 
would probably reduce all our other sea fisheries to at least one- 
fourth their present extent.

This passage Is very interesting, sbowlug the use of Ash fertilizers In 
Virginia two hundred aud fifty years ago or wore, aud, from what Is 
known of the habits of the herring family lu Virginia rivers and the 
persistency of local names, there can be littlu doubt that many men¬ 
haden were used ’timing the fertilizing Ash, though “ shadds and alll/es” 
doubtless includes the shad (.-i/o*« $(tpidk»4ima) % the mattowocca 
(Pvm»'(tbu< nifftlotri*), the aiewifc ( Pomo/obus jtseudoharengiu), und

Bay.

to the in a iuer of Indians, we manured our ground with herrings, or 
rather shads, which we have in great abundance and take with great 
ease at our doors Our corn did prove well, and God be praised, we 
had a guod lucreuse of Indian corn, and oar barley lodlfferent good. ’ * 

Again, In Edward Johnson's “Wonder-working Providence of Sion's 
Savlo ir lu New Euglaud, Being a Kelatlon of the A rate plant¬ 
ing lu New England iu the yeere 1628, London, 1AM." written In IA38, 
the author says: “ But the Lord Is pleased to provide ter them [the 
colonists) great store of Ash in the Spring lime, especially alowives, 
about the higue se of a herring. Mauy thousands of these they • sed 
to put under their Indian coroe, which they plant In hills five foot 
asimdor; and ansuredly when the Lord created thtse corue, bee had a 
special eye to supply Ihoso his people’s wants with It, for ordinarily 
five or six grains doth produce six hundred.'' 

Meubodeu do not appear to have been much used by agriculturists 
of Cape God In tbe beginning of this ccnlnry, though tbe old record 
shows that the bora*-shoe crab and sea-weed were extensively appli< d. 

In 179?, the lioo. Ezra L. ilommedlen, of New York, published a 
paper In the New York Agricultural Transactions which gives some¬ 
what more accurate data and directions concerning the nss of fish as a 
fertilizer, lie says: “ Experiments made hy uslug the Ash called men 
h«d«n or moehaokers as a tnauure have succeeded beyond a 1 ex¬ 
pect tlon. • • • In dunging corn in the boles, pat two In a hill, on 
auy kind of soil where coro will grow, and yon will have a good crop/’ 
He recornmouds them as a lop dressing tor grass. “ Pat them on a petce 
O1 b u*r I.muiiv land, al Ihu distance or Attorn Inches from each other. 
• • * Ami hr their putrefaction they so enrich the laud that you may 
mow about two tons p*r acre.” But he adds very wisely: “ now long 
this tnauure will last has not yet been determined.” lie gives In bis 
uualutly Interesting way. an scconnt of “ an vxperlmeat made the laat 
Hummer by MM of my ucar Uriah ors, Mr Tulblll, lu raising vugeta 
hies with this usb manure,'' which is wor h citing as an IllusVratloa of 
the curloax oomhlnatlour «if truth and error, which.

The following order from the records of the town of Ipswich, Moss., 


May 11, 1644} Illustrates, tu a comical way, the customs of using fish for 
manure lu these early days: 

M It Is ordered that all doggs, for the space of three weeks after the 
publishing hereof, shall have one legg tyed up, and If such a doirg shall 
break loose and be found doing any harm, the owner of the dogg shall 
pay damage. If s man rote** lo lye up bis dogg'a legg, aud hee bee fouud 
scrapelngnp Ash In a cornefield, tlie owner thereof shall pay twelve 
pence damage beside whatever damage the dogg doth. But if any Ash 
their house lolls and receive damage by dogus, the owueta of those 
house lolls shall bear the damage themselves/ 

Millenium of the Cod. 

We like pleasure In reproducing from the .V«u York Timet the 
following very Interesting letter from Provlncetown, Mata., de¬ 
tailing a Journey to Cape Cod. work of the Untied Slate. Flab 
Commlealon, what New York needs, and portraying a future of 
net reaulta from tbe pen of Mr. Wm. C. Wyckoff, tbe accom¬ 
plished editor of Science New. He writes:— 

Each year tbe United States Fish Commission, like s house¬ 
hunting New Yorker, changes Its domicile. The sheltering arms 
of Massachusetts' shore have supplied Its homee for two success¬ 
ive Summers. If anybody la not clear In mind about ti.e eald 
arms, let him read Tbor-au concerning them; the upper one, folded 
on the breast of the state, aud known as Cape Ann; the lower 
one, bare and bended, bidding defiance to tbe Atlantic, and bear¬ 
ing the unpoetlc name of Cape Cod The bosom of Massachu¬ 
setts Is somewhat chilly, aa we recall a visit to the folded arm 
late In the season last year, when tbe Fish Commission sojourned 
st Gloucester. Tbe fog In that harbor was so thick that If you 
went out for a morning's sail you coaldn't tell whether you were 
aboard a sloop or s schooner. There Is everywhere shout the 
bresat of the Bay 8tste s clammv fishiness; but the other arm, 
this year especially, seems comparatively the warmer. Not, 
however, that there Is beat caused by encounter with the waves, 
nor does Cape Cod threaten the Atlantic very viciously. The 
hand Is turned on tbe wrist the wrong wsy for s sparring exhibi¬ 
tion—It droops Inward. The only bare and bended arm that ever 
holds s hand In such a position Is that of a danseuse when she 
steadies herself on her great toe in the grand pat, and Is obliged 
to raise and throw out her right elbow to balance her weight; 
yet, wishing to appear seductive, she drops her hand Inward at 
the wrist, at If beckoning to her audience. Such Is Cape Cod’s 
shape. The forefinger of the Incurved hand Is extended down¬ 
ward, tbe rest of the fingers are closed, and the seal ring on one 
of them (Greenland seal) Is the village of Provlncetown. 

Should you go to that village from New York, you will cut across 
lota on two or three different railway trains, after leaving tbe 
steamboat at Fall Siver. One of the changes la effected st a 
three-cornered junction, around which the toot of the passing 
locomotive breathes a perpetual melody. Trains come thither 
from and are switched off for all points of the compass. If you 
are properly Instructed as to your route, you will at this junction 
take a train going southward, although you mean to go to the 
northeast. After that you lose faith In the cardinal points. 
You will ride and ride by tbe sea-shore, as long and wearily as If 
you had the Erl-Ktng's daughter st. your side, and you will keep 
turning your course around Cape Cod Bay, takin : a sharper curve 
at tbe elbow and wrist till you arrive at the knuckle. Province- 
town, where you are ready to assert that.tbe sun will set lo tbe 
eastern horizon. 

FLUCTUATING REAL ESTATE. 

Hera are sand-lota plentiful enough to satisfy Kearney himself. 
Every bill has the sparse, rank grass torn from st least one of Its 
sides, having s raw surface of sand exposed. Tbe soil for the 
flowers tbst are cultivated Id front of a few of tbe residences, Is 
brought from a long distance, and In many Instances Is preserved, 
tu fact, potted. Tboreau states that In pictures taken of peraons 
In Provlncetown, tbelr lower extremities are usually wanting, their 
feet being burled In the sand. From this It may be erroneously 
supposed that the matter Is treated with levity by tbe Inhabits ts. 
On the contrary they are much worried as to the sand, by a lack 
of gravity; and, as will hereafter be shown, there are cases where 
It becomes a grave subject. They fence It with elaborate care, 
and where It la baply piled up In a hill, nobody Is allowed to 
meddle with it, leet the precious mass should be loosened and 
blown away. Tbe chief heap In tbe village, known as the “ Town 
Hill,” has an altitude of perbape 150 feet, covers an acre or two, 
and Is provided with a railing around the top. Upon It are finger¬ 
boards »1th th < following inscription: “ All persons are forbidden 
going up or down this hill, unless they go In the town road.” A 
gentleman from Illinois, while travellngln Pennsylvania's, beard 
to declare that be would gladly give 11,000,000 to have any one 
of tbe little mountains of the latter state transported to Chicago. 
People have various reasons for preferring elevated real estate. 
Throughout New England It Is tbe custom to plant cemeteries— 
familiarly knowu as *' boue orchards ”—on high ground, In orde- 
to have them as near heaven as possible. This rule Is followed 
at Provlncetown, and tbe bills so used are guarded with special 
care, lest they should glide sway and expose their denizens, 
whose sands have quite run out. 

Codfish are more essential to tbe Cape than the part of Hamlet 
to the tragedy. After being salted, the split fish are spread to 
dry upon frames,and tlieeeoccupy all the aparespaceaof Province- 
town. He would be an extravagant horlculturtet elsewhere who 
had eo many frames for growlug live vegetables as every garden 
plot here haa for dead oodfieb. On one of the warves there Is s 
series of Improved frames worthy of mention. They are eet at an 
angle, Instead of being level. The object gained Is this: on the 
ordinary frames the cod Is likely to be sunburned during a bright 
day unless sheltered by tarpaulins; on the Improved frames tbe 
solar raya do not strike directly, and, therefore, do not scorch. 
Tbe salt cod la a model of economy. It supplies at least twice aa 
much nutriment to tbe pound aa does the fresh fish. The latter, 
however, Is rarely caught In pounds. The drying process Is not 
canted to extremes, such as were shown to be possible In Fish 
Commission experiments, which made mummies having only a 
fifth of tbe live weight. Salt cod la tbe fashion In this country; 
Europeans prefer the Norwegian fish, which le simply dried. Here 
we are learning every year bow to prepare the animal In attractive 
forms. Of these, “ deaslcated cod" was at first thought a vast 
Improvement, since It wss so bandy and free from bones, but 
latterly It baa palled upon tbe boarders, they finding It tasteless. 
A later advance was the preparation of so-called “ boneless cod;” 
this la sopplte*} In white wooden boxes of 5 to 35 pounds each, 
and consists of strips of the fish about half a toot long and as 
thick as two fingers And yet the summit of high art had not 
been reached; but a Boston firm scaled a higher Alp. They sup¬ 
ply tbe ood In combination with potatoes. In their factory some 
40 or 50 Irish girls are employed In tbe national pastime of par¬ 
ing potatoes; aa many more are polling bones Out of the tab. 
The vegetable and the cod are boiled separately; then united and 
canned. Tbe result la that tbe restaurateur haa only to roll the 
contents of a can Into lumps and fry them, before confronting 
the problem whether be ebeil give breed with one fisb-ball. 

Boneless herring ts now supplied In smell Un esses like sardine 
boxes, but with gists tops. Tbe fish are smoked, and lo this 
form are handy lor picnics or a bachelor's break fast, lbs smallest 
boxes bolding only a (Ingle pound. Al Ksatport there ere Im¬ 
mense factories where sardines ere pecked. There te e scientific 
distinction between this fish and the true sardine, of the Mediter¬ 
ranean, but lbs particulars ere not Important. Furthermore, a 


certain quantity of genuine olive oil le added In pecking, which 
gives nearly tbe Identical foreign flavor; and tbe outsides of tbe 
European boxes are copied In Maine with admirable fidelity, leer¬ 
ing nothing to be desired by a person of taste. The fish are tbe 
yoUDg ones that used to be tbrown away In catching herrings on 
tbe banks of Newfoundland. They come naturally of the right 
size. Contrary to the popular belief, no pressure has to be ap¬ 
plied In making sardines fiat. The Eastport firms can, and It la 
believed do, deal gently with tbe 'erring. 

WET-NURSING FOR LARGE FAMILIES. 

Let us return to tbe cod, of which the United States Fish Com¬ 
mission batched a number laat year, and dropped them overboard 
In the harbor of Gloucester. This year tba youths of Cape Ann, 
who dangle their lags over the strlug-pleces of the docks and 
angle with pack-thread and bent pins for cunnert, are snrprlssd 
by young cod, about four Inches long, wblcb swarm around tbe 
wharves. Tbe oldest Inhabitant of Gloucester bad not seen the 
like. But the full measure of possible cods was not meted out 
by tbe Fish Commission, because the water of that harbor resem¬ 
bles too much that of New York Bay, and might, Indeed, be purer 
than the latter, and yet scarcley be fit for Infants. A new 
steamer I* to be bnllt for the commission under tbe oversight of 
tbe light-house board, whereby tble and other difficulties are to 
be overcome. The ship will be known as tbe Flsb-hawk, and 
should be ready, according to coutract, by February 1. More 
precisely, she will be a screw steamer, rigged as t fore-and-aft 
schooner, 146+ feet long, end of about 500 tons. A steam heat¬ 
ing apparatus will be provided, by means of which the vessel can 
be made as comfortable In mid-winter as a Fifth avenue flat with 
all modern Improvements. In hot weather the eblp will be even 
better provided than such a domicile, since there will be refrig¬ 
erating apparatus on board to supply cold air, either by the ser¬ 
vices of an ammonia engine, or blowing through colled pipes 
eurrounded with Ice and salt. Let It not be supposed, however, 
that these luxurious appliances have sole reference to the tender 
susceptibilities of the Fish Commission. It Is tbe eggs that are 
the subject of such anxious care. Varloue temperatures are re¬ 
quired by different eggs; If the beat goes above 80 ° those of the 
shad will be added. In the moderate cold, wblcb best salts cod 
eggs, they can be hatched In fourteen days; but If the thermom¬ 
eter were to fall a little lower, twenty-eight days would be re¬ 
quired. 

The Fish-hawk will have a special donkey, which (snot to be called 
upon for locomotive pnrpoeee, but to put In motion,when needed, 
the apparatus for deep-sea dredging, trawling, and sounding, sod 
also to drive the machinery used In aerating the eggs while batch¬ 
ing. By these means 100,000,000 young ones can be produced to 
order, und deposited In s harbor during a single season: and thSD 
the ship can give the donkey a rest, and steam off to a new 
locality, where Its labors may be renewed. The female codfish 
lends herself complacently to this process, is she can be brought 
down from tbe North and kept quietly alive In tanks, for a few 
weeks,till lo a good condition and suitable place for being stripped 
of spawn. Mackerel and most other fishes are not so placid; they 
flop aronnd In confinement, and become unfit for breeding, even 
if they are not killed, by banging against one another. Aside 
from tbe first expense of the steamship and Ita apparatus,we may 
estimate that by this method a given locality can be stocked with 
hatched fish at a cost of $100 per million, and that a alxtb of 
these will survive, reach maturity In a few years, and return to 
their birthplace to delight tbe net-owners. 

The eggs of fish are like Mrs. Partington's Indigo; If they are 
good they will either sink or swim. Those of fresh water fishes 
sink, and very Ingenious machinery has been devised for lifting 
them on frames, successively, through water. Cod-eggs, on the 
contrary, Boat, and require new and quite different apparatus to 
carry them downward. Capt. Chester has credit for the novel 
devices which meet this emergency. The earliest moments of a 
codfish's existence are the most Tnught with peril. Other fishes 
are ever ready to breakfast on an omelet of a few thousand cod- 
eggs. An equally alarming appetite Is directed against the young 
creature when hla swimming capacity 1a scarcely developed, and 
he Is Impeded by bis yolk-bag—a lunch that Is kindly provided 
him by Dame Nature when the little fellow starts on his travels 
lo a damp and cruel world. It Is within bounds to say that Dot 
more than one fish lives to gsln a length of four Inches where 
1,000 eggs are deposited and batched without human care. On 
the other band, with artificial treatment, yon may guarantee tbe 
production of 900 fishes from ],000 eggs, and the average Is even 
larger with good management. 

TOEKB IB NO PLACE LIKE ROME. 

Bat how do we know that If we put 1,000,000 or more Infant 
coda lo a given harbor, we sball ever find them there as mstnre 
and eatable fish? Well, tbelr return after a sea-voyage la not so 
certain sa that of a planet to a point In the sky, and yet of a largo 
portion of any given lot of them It may be aa surely predicted. 
Some of the facts on which this belief Is founded are very strik¬ 
ing. M. Sara, the distinguished naturalist of Norway, spent 
years In an official Investigation of tbe subject. He found that 
In certain years the fiords were filled with little coda, and In cer¬ 
tain other years there were few or none. Then he observed, 
further, that at a period four years after a season of abundant 
Infante, the cod fisheries were Immensely productive; and con¬ 
versely, four years after the time when little coda were scarce, 
the fishermen of Norway had bad luck and few hauls. It was 
also ascertained that the absence of smsll fish In certain years 
was coincident with stormy weather abont the time of spawning 
and hatching—storms tbst would drive them out of the fiords 
Into ths trackless sea. Applying the obvlona Inferences from 
■neb facta to our own fishing, we find, to begin with, that the 
spawning ground of tbe American cod Is tbe Bay of Fnndy, and 
very moist ground It Is. The experience of tbe young fish there, 
tbon h sometimes fortunate, la liable to be of tbe roughest kind. 
Fierce tempests may drive them ont Into the ocean, where, even 
If they escape their Innumerable foes, they will become mere 
wanderers, who, like Topey , know only that they "growed.'' 
They may then be aa good fish In the sea as ever were caught, 
bat If they do not come back to the Grand Banks or some * here 
slung tbe cornst, they are of no account to mankind. Flab, to be 
of value, must be catcbab'e. But when the Fleh Commission 
Incubates tbe cods In a quiet spot, It glvea them a good home to 
■tart from, and they will be sure to return to It In later years. 

TBE MISTAKE OF TEE BTAKE-B0LDER8. 

Within a comparatively brief period tbe commlnlon haa dla- 
trfbnted 95,000,000 (had, 2,000,000 rock-fl«h, and a number of 
salmon so large that It cannot be safely mentioned In typa lest It 
should exhaust the printer'* fontof ciphers. Land locked salmon 
have been the specialty In recent work of tbla sort. For three 
yean nothing baa been don* with Penobscot salmon—the Atlan¬ 
tic see-flab—bat the retail* of previous psrtarltlon ire becoming 
apparent; the Connecticut Elver It already well stoched, and the 
Deliwara and Susquehanna are doing aa well aa could be ex¬ 
pected The egg* are given to such Fish Commissioner* of 
dlffereot stales as will proceed to do their own batching and drop 
the progeny lu their own streams. New-York, so far aa the Hud¬ 
son le concerned, haa always acted timidly In this matter. Tbe 
reason assigned It that no work of tbe sort wilt be effective, while 
th* rtf*' I* obstructed, as at present, by flxed nets. All the 
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young fl»b would be begged by the »Uke-holder*. It doe* not 
seem poeilble to pue satisfactory law* In the state legislature (or 
regulating tbe uae of stake-nets. If they could be dispensed 
with during a certain period each year, It would be easy to stock 
tbe Hudson with both salmon and shad. Hooks may be let down 
for tbe flsb to any extent, but nets should not be for some weeks 
after June 1. When any legislation about a "close time"— 
that la, an open time ror the shad—Is In prospect, tbe net-owners 
swarm down upon Albany and stifle the bill. Therein they 
really combat their own welfare. New-York’s present supply of 
shad Is due to what little has been done In propagation In the 
Upper Hudson; wlthoit that the river would have become desti¬ 
tute; but at least tenfold the yield could be had within five 
years, If the stake-net Industry could be restrained. 

Perhaps tbe change could be brought about, as It has been In 
other states, through public opinion, by showing what can be 
done with salmon. To Introduce that fish Into rivers has every* 
where been, literally, up-hill work. All sorts of opposition had 
to be met in Maine, when It was first required that flah-ways 
should be built to enable the salmon to ascend the dams In 
spawn lug time. But when, as a result of some of these Improve¬ 
ments, fifty tons of Penobscot salmon were marketed at Bangor, 
the people became clamorous on the subject, and said they would 
have a fish-way by a dam site everywhere throughout tbe state. 

Tbe succeas that has been achieved with tbe fresh-water fishes, 
such as salmon, trout, or black bass, marvelous as It Is, will at 
no very distant day teem utterly insignificant In comparison with 
the results In sea-fish. Tbe cod and halibut are now under man's 
control; we can have them In unlimited numbers In our harbors. 
We hold the keys to the casket of the fisherman's luck. New dis¬ 
coveries are crowding upon the commission. Last year, In 8outh 
Carolina waters, the mystery of hatching striped bass, to the num¬ 
ber of about 5,000,000, was solved by actual experiment. Here¬ 
after, a fisbtng-club may hire any desolate Island on our coast, 
and, If It can get the fish-hawk's services, proceed to populate 
the surrounding waters with the liveliest game. A million can 
be placed In a few weeks, with the certainty of providing sport 
In as many years. But the gTand success will be with that fish 
which never pulls a line by more than his own weight; that has 
not a particle of game in him; that Is only fit for the net—the 
stupid but Invaluable animal that has given his name to this prom¬ 
ontory. In his abundance shall every hamlet by the shore, 
north of Cape Hatteras, rejoice. In that glowing era of the 
future, the shirting sands of tbe Atlantic coast will be the true 
gardens of the Heaperldes, where every bough may be laden with 
the fragrant fish-ball, and every parterre blossom with the salted 
cod, while pipe-lines, running thence to all the Inland cities, 
carry perennial streams of chowder. 

When a Fish in not a Fish. 

I landed my first pickerel the first evening we were on Lake 
Minnetonka. I am not a ski lful fisherman. I told the boys 
that I could do a little plain fishing, but I didn’t want to be set 
down for anything with any kind of fluting, embroidery, knife 
plaiting, or anything of that kind about It. I fished from the 
shore, by the side of a veteran fisher, Mr. A. K. Dunlap, of Titus¬ 
ville. He knows every fish in the lake by name. He 
can tell by the movement of the line what kind of 
fish is at your hook. Something ran away with my line. 

"It’s a pickerel,” shouted Mr. Dunlap, In Intense excitement. 
" A big fellow. Take out your lines,” he yelled to tbe rest of 
them. “Give him plenty of room! Play him,” he shrieked at 
me. "I see him run! Keep your line taut I Don’t give him an 
Inch of slack! Lookout! Don’t let him do that again I Let 

him run I Now, bring him In this-. Look out I Don't let 

him do that again!” 

By this time I was so excited I was on the point of throwing 
down the pole and rushing out In the lake, Intending to run the 
fish down and kick It to death. I screamed to Mr. Dunlap: 

" You take the pole and land him—I never can." 

He refused. He turned and hurled his own pole, lance fashion, 
Into the woods. 

" Here!’’ he shouted, rushing down the bank about twenty 
feet below me, stooping down and spreading out his arms. "Here I 
Now I Bring him in her - through the shoal water! I’ll get him! 
Careful, now I Careful I Steady! Ah-.” 

And flip, flap, I had him on the shore. He was a beauty. A 
little suntlsh about three and a half Inches long. 

It was a long time before we said anything. Mr. Dunlap 
climbed a big birch tree. In the top of which his pole had lodged, 
and we resumed our fishing. Presently Charley Armknccbt 
coughed, and I said: 

“ How funny the frogs sound over In the marsh.” 

And then we laughed a long time at the frogs. A long, long 
time, and very heartily. They were very funny frogs. 

But Mr. Dunlap fished on very silently, and by and by he said 
the fish wouldn't bite when there was so much noise. So we held 
our hush and the flsb bit. But they didn't bite any of us very 
bsdly. 

The fishing Is excellent almost anywhere In the lake. That 
evening on the upper lake one of the boys caught nine large 
pickerel. When we came to count the flsb, however, It appeared 
that we bad caught one pickerel nine times. It was a very large 
fish, and they are going to have Its skin dried whole for a specta¬ 
cle case. I caught more fish than anyone "else In the party, but 
they were all, with one exception, catfish, and I learned, to my 
amazement, that I had disgraced myself and the lake. Why 
Isn’t a fish a flsb. I'd like to know !—Burlington Haukeys.

I believe the tine reason that trout of great size are oftener 
found In such streams as I have mentioned Is not that their 
waters are soft, but rather that they are deeper and more ex¬ 
tensive; for It Is well known that our main rivers are supplied 
from the melting snows, and It (a In these great streams that the 
most of our trout most find their home and food, not because th. y 
prefer them, but because the smaller streams are overcrowded.

Mountain .Trout. 

Salmo virglnalis. 

_ Lbadville, Col. 

Editor Cbicaoo Field Tbe natural food of the Colorado 
mountain trout during tbe most of the Bummer Is the Insect life 
carried to them on the surface of our lakes and streams. Myriads 
of grasshoppers and other winged Insects fall Into the water, and 
are borne along by wind or current until some watchful trout, 
*’* r ° n the alert for passing favors, “ takes them In." During 
the Winter montha they depend entirely upon the young of the 
creek sucker, minnows and Crustacea, particularly the gammarus , 
or ,r eah water shrimp, which are found In all our best trout 
streams In great numbers. 

There are some streams supplied by springs of a uniform 
temperature of #0 dag. Fsh. whose waters are literally alive with 
ernstaoea and a superabundance of aquatic vegetation. Where 
these conditions are tbe moat favorable, almost every species of 
Insects abound. The water of such streams le Invariably 
and tbe trout In them era noted for tbelr fine game quali¬ 
ties and excellent flavor, although I most admit that trout < f the 
greatest alee are oftener found In our snow-water streams (whose 
waters are pure and soft), such as tbe Rio Grande dal Norte, tbe 
., a " n '“ 0 ’ «"> Taylor, tbe Eagle, the Grand, tbe Bear, th* Green 
sud tbelr many tributaries that take tbelr rise la tbe snowy 
nap. ' 

However, I do not wish to convey tbe Idea that because the 
•hUTTv * root "* mor * fnqaaaUy found In the snow-water streams 
“>nt they are not also to be found la tbe hard water or etclu- 
■rely spring streams, for la tbe deep boles of the latter trout of

When riding on the beach it Galveston, Texas, on tbe 1st of 
April last, I noticed some Mexican fishermen drawing a selue to 
shore to which was attached a large saw fish (Prisiis antiquorum.). 
The animal was not enclosed within tbe net, but some of the 
meshes htd become engsged with the teeth of the saw, aud by 
this attachment It was drawn several hundred feet toward the 
fthore, tbe large dorsal fin alone showing above the water, sug- 
geatlng that a shark was entangled In the net; but If a shark It 
must have been a dead one, for not the least effort at resistance 
was msde, nor even signs of life, for the object drifted In as 
lifeless is a log till it touched tbe bottom ; then Indeed It mtde a 
few spasmic efforts showing terrific power, In which the bead 
and saw were throwD high Into tbe air and swnng around In a 
fearful way, while the tall was lashed about, showing that a bul 
lock could not have withstood the blows. 

This demonstration dldnotlsst five seconds, but It had brought 
the monster considerably nearer the shore and Into about one 
foot of water where she lay perfectly quiet. The Mexicans then 
cautiously approached and slipped s noose over tbe tall, which 
was very broad, though the body Just above It was but a few 
lnchee In diameter. When an attempt was msde to pull her to 
shore, she msde one more effort,tbongb but for an Instant, when 
she quickly resigned herself to her fate. After she was nearly 
clear of the water eight men could not pull her more than one 
foot at a time, but she was finally landed well up on the beach. I 
did not venture near enough to measure her, but judged her body 
was eleven feet and her saw four feet long. At the shoulders I 
judged she was eighteen Inches broad; thence It gradually 
tapered to tbe tall. 

The extraordinary feature was the Immobility of tbe animal 
under the circumstances; she was drawn In several hundred feet 
by a twine not larger than a knitting-needle, and she suffered 
herself to be dragged through tbe sand, tall foremost, without 
the least effort at resistance, or the least motion to show that she 
was suffering. I would like to know If this Is usual with this 
fish when captured! 

I learned that three well-grown total saw-fish were found In 
her. J. D. (Jaton, In American Naturalist. 

The Size of Our Great Lakes. 

The latest measurement of our fresh wster sess sre as follows: 
The grestest length of Lake Superior Is 335 miles; Its greatest 
breadth la 160 miles; mean depth, 088 feet; elevation, 627 feet- 
area, 82,000 square miles. 

The greatest length of Lake Michigan Is 800 miles; Its great¬ 
est breadth, 108 miles; mean depth, 690 feet; elevation, 506 feet; 
area, 23,000 square miles. 

The greatest length of Lake Huron Is 100 miles; Its greatest 
breadth la 169 miles; mean depth, 600 feet; elevation, 274 feet- 
area, 30,000 square miles. 

The greatest length of Lake Erie Is 250 miles; Its greatest 
breadth Is 80 miles; Its mean depth Is 84 feet; elevation, 555 
feet; area, 6,000 square miles. 

The greatest length of Lake Ontario Is 180 miles; its greatest 
breadth, 65 miles: Its mean depth Is 500 feet; elevation, 261 
feet; area, 6,000 square miles. 

The length of all five Is 1,265 miles, covering an area upward 
of 135,000 square miles. 

The Menhaden Fisuerirs.— A letter from 8andy Hook to 
the Asbury Park (N. J.) Journal gives some account of the fish, 
erles, which will interest our correspondent Box and others. 
After stating that the steamers are busy catching mossbunkers. 
It says: 

“The number taken la enormous. Three of the steamers that 
are often seen opposite your city caught last week, In four days, 
nine thousand barrels, three bushels to the barrel. The fisheries 
of four factories down east caught last year777,P00,000 bunkers, 
the proceeds In oil being over >600,000, and from guano, over 
1400,000. To look at the numbers thus be ng caught, we need 
not v ouder that our shore fishermen complain that their " purse 
netters " are catching all the feed for larger fish, and are driving 
the blue, and other like fish, from our shores. We learn from 
these steamers that the bunkers sre fast moving south, and to 
have any kind of a successful catch they have to go as far south 
as Great Egg Harbor aud Cape May.”

Property In Doga. 

THE VALIDITY OK TIIK EXISTING IKK! DAWS. 

In a former article I stated that the abstract question of prop¬ 
erty In dogs might be considered as Judicially settled, but that 
the measure of protection accorded them by tbe statutes of some 
states, compared with other kinds of property, was by no means 
satlafactorj. It b< Ing declared by statute lu Iowa, Illinois and 
many other states that It Is lawful for any person to kill a dog 
caught In tbe act of chasing, worrying, or killing any sheep or 
other domestic animal. 

The most objectionable part of such statutes Is that which un¬ 
dertakes to authorize the killing of a dog merely because he Is 
cluing or worrying the domestic animal. If he 1. killing an ani¬ 
mal of voIim, possibly the killing of tbe dog may lie lu some 
measure Justifiable. At any rate It would be less objectionable 
Bat If be Is simply killing a chicken or other animal of trilling 
value, and of a kind not ordinarily Interfered with by doga, then 
It Is objectionable, almost ss much so as tbe part tlrst alluded to. 
As these lane stand, giving the right to kill a valuable dog for 
such trifling causes, they cannot command respect from an un¬ 
prejudiced mind. 

They seem to be relics of the btaa-eyed barbarism which In¬ 
duced a few old fogylsb courts In an early day to decide that a 
dog was not property, but might be slaughtered with Impunity 
(or a dog button) by any person, at any lime, without lq£urring 
any kind ot llabll ty. The same wonderful Judicial wisdom 
which shone so brightly when It solemnly decided that tbe rata 
having eaten the teal from a written Instrument, Its validity was 
thereby destroyed. This omnipotent seal waa a mere scrawl of 
the pen put after the signer’s name. 

Keeping pace with tbe progress of tbe sge, end drawing more 
extensively on common sense, the courts now hold that dogs are 
property, and that a deed once valid, remains so, rats or no rats. 
But tbeM statutes have been retained, at the demand of the sheep 
power (which exceeds a horse power) without regard to whether 
they are Just to others or not Their validity seems never to 
have been questioned so far as I have seen, In any reported caae. 
As there seems to have been sufficient merit In all the dog cams 
tried, to bold tbe dog killer liable, even allowing him tbe benefit 
of this extraordinary law. 

If, however, these laws are to remain on our statute books. It la 
a matter of some Importance to know If they are valid, and will 
stand the test In the eonrts. As I stated In my former article, I 
am disposed to dispute the validity of a law which authorizes 
the destruction of ISO worth of my property, simply bees use It 
Is eh slog $1 worth of some other men’s property. Or, If we are 
disposed to be hypercritical, the $1 worth need not be some other 
man’s. Tor, If my dog waa chasing my sheep, the dog might be 
lawfully killed, under the terms of the law. Aud this well lllu*- 
trates the sweeping character of the law. 

Blertlng out with tbe admitted fact that dogs are property, It 
will be d.lllcult to show any legal ground upon which can he Jus¬ 
tified the claim that (heir owners an not entitled to tbe aame 
measure of protection against (heir destruction, as In case at any 
kind of p r op erty. 


It may be said that It comes of the police power ot the state, 
and that doga are par t* dangerous to other property, and hence 
this stringency of law aa to them Is authorised. Indeed, It will 
probably be admitted that tbe liw Is Invslld unless it comes 
wlthlu the police power of the state. Just what the extent of ‘ 
tbe police power of a state la. Is a harder question thin tbe dog 
question, but I suppose tbe power rests upon some real Htceuitji, 
and cannot go beyond that, and that It cannot rest upon a ficti¬ 
tious or Imaginary need, and most be somewhat general In Its 
application. 

It may well be denied In this day of educated and trained dogs, 
that they are any more dangerous than many other kind, of 
property. A bull Is dangerous, so Is a boar, a ram, a stallion, 
a runaway team, or a drunken Indian, or for that matter a 
drunken white man. But no one la authorised to shoot them for 
that reason, under any different circumstances than w. uld 
authorize the shooting of other animals, or sober men I 
bare no doubt that with wholesome laws taxing out of existence 
worthless dogs, aud leaving only those trained or used for some 
valuable purpose, they would be much less dangerous running at 
large, to human life (tbe most vsluahls of property) than- cltber 
a bull, boar, ram, or drunken white man. 

No one donbts, or ought to question, tbe right of tbe legisla¬ 
ture to put needful and proper rectralnt uf>on dogs. 

But I must be permitted to question Its power to authorize the 
destruction of my dog except under tbe same general principles 
and conditions that it could authorize tbe destruction of my 
horse. 

This right to destroy tbe property of one man to save that of 
another, rests upon the neeaeily ot the case, and exists without 
the aid of any statute. It Is but the Inherent rlgi.t of self- 
defense, which may be either ss to person or propirty, but must 
be, and is, alike to all persons and all property. If my horse 
assail yours so fiercely that you cannot protect It from serious 
tojury without killing mine, you may do so without Incurring 
liability. 8o my house may be torn down If necessary to stay a con¬ 
flagration, or my life taken if neceaeary to save anntberfrom serious 
bodily barm about to be inflicted by me. But, If yon could have 
protected your horse from such Injury, or the conflagration be 
stayed, or the personal Injury averted, without resorting to these 
extreme measures, then In either case the indlv dual using such 
unnecessary means of protection would be liable. ‘ 

I can see no reason for the existence of any different rule (or dogs. 
Doubtlees tbe legislature may provide salutary restraining Inws, 
and If I fall to comply therewith may lawfully forfeit or authorize 
the destruction of my property. But in the absence of such laws 
it can no more authorize tbe killing of my dog for an act not In¬ 
volving imminent danger to other property, than It could author 
Ize tbe Indiscriminate destruction of all dogs, stallions, bulls aud 
boars because of possible danger sometime in the future. 

Under the statutes referred to, If valid, any dog chasing pigs 
or chickens, perhaps only in a burst of sport, may be lawfully 
killed. Such a law haa neither luatlce nor common sense to com¬ 
mend It. 

It may be said these laws are intended to apply to sheep only. 
They do not, however, for by their express language they are ap¬ 
plicable to any domestic animal. The dog Is made an outlaw as 
against all other domestic aulmels. But consider them with 
reference to sheep alone If you please. What Is there especially 
sacred about a sheep) Certainly nothing. The only thing that 
can be said on the subject, ss showing that they need protection 
from dogs more than other animals do, Is that dogs are more 
likely to chase them. So Is a cow more likely to cat up my cab¬ 
bage, than my wood pile. But neither of these probabilities 
affects our right to demand that the dog aDd the cow shall not 
be sacrificed, If the sheep and the cabbage can be saved without 
It 

Tbe mere likelihood of a repetition of sheep-chasing Is not a 
legal reason for killing the dog. If tbe cow got Into the cabbage 
patch by breaking down tbe gate, she will be very likely to re¬ 
peat It, but I would not be legally Justified In killing her In antic¬ 
ipation. I can avert tbe present danger by driving her away. I 
might set my dog on her, If It was not against the law for him to 
ehate her I 

So If a dog is merely chasing a sheep, or even worrying it, and 
the present danger can be averted by driving him away, there 
is no legal right In any man but bis owner to kill him. No mat¬ 
ter if be may return, or may chase some other sheep. 

He may not. And there Is no right to destroy property except 
to avert obvious danger. Then, the right is a natural one, and 
above and Indepei dent of all leglalatlve enactment. 

And I assert It to be ss Inherent a right In one not to hare hta 
property or lUe destroyed except In case of necessity, as It is in¬ 
herent in another to destroy it when the necessity exists. And 
that legislative power can neither add to nor take from these 
respective rights. 

These suggestions upon the validity of these dog laws are but 
a mere tithe of tbe obligations that might be urged against them 
If this waa an argument to a court on the subject, end are only 
made bere for the purpose of calling attention to that phase of 
the snbject, In tbe hope that In tome case which gets Into a court 
of last resort, their validity (n I oto may be contested. 

The views I hsve Indicated, are, as I think, sustained In prin¬ 
ciple by constitutional provisions, and numerous decisions of 
courts. These I have not cited on account of tbe space required 
to do so, but In tbs expectation that my own case might go to 
tbe supreme court, I prepared an extensive brief on the subject, 
a copy of which I will take pleasure In forwarding free of charge 
to any one desirous of contesting these unjust and discriminat¬ 
ing laws, Indeed I am almost disappointed that my own case 
could not hsve gone to the supreme court, so that I might have 
made the contest myself. But like most, or all the other cases, 
there waa no Justification for the killing, even after allowing 
the slayer the benefit of the law, and there was do occasion for 
me to go further. I do not want to be understood, however, as 
grumbling st the Jury. Lett some one may think I am influenced 
In my views of these laws by pecuniary Interest, I will say that I 
am neither a breeder nor trader In doga, and only claim owner¬ 
ship In one, and have much more money Invested In other do¬ 
mestic animals and farm land than I ever expect or could be per¬ 
suaded to have In doga. But I have an lntereat In having Jnst 
and sensible laws, and think that a law which authorizes the kill¬ 
ing of a valuable ISO dog because be happened to kill a tool 
sheep across a one-acre calf lot, la neither Just nor senslbls. 

It may, however, be a long time before the question of the 
validity ot these laws will coma before a court of last resort for 
decision. And It may be that when they do, they will be held valid 
under that omnipotent thing knowoaa “police power." Hence, tbe 
speedy snd sure remedy most be found In the legislatures, by In¬ 
ducing their repeal, and tbe aubetlUitlon of rack laws as shall be 
Just to dog and sheep owners alike- For sheep are, In fact, lbs 
only kind of property needing any special protection from doge. 
There Is no more re aeon for killing a dog for abasing a cow, than 
for killing a now for chasing a dog. That aheap do need some 
protection from dogs uo candid man will deny. 

Tbs difficulties lying In the way of securing proper legislation 
on tbe subject, aa wall aa some suggestions for overcoming them, 
muni, os account of the length of tAla article, be reeerred for a 
future ooe.

After breakfast, the long procession of carriages, headed by Fresl 
dent Adams, In a four-horse stage, started for the coursing 
grounds. The spot selected was about a m le beyond Bare 
Creek, about dve miles from town. About 10 a. m. the crowd 
was all on the ground drawn up In a line, and the president g ve 
the order to put the Bret pair of dogs In the slips. Following 
were the entr.es: F. E. Brooks' Bulldozer, Jae. Douglas' Mary, 

I M Sbarkev’a Nellie, T. Tunstead’s California Boy, C. L. 
Place's French, W. W. Line's Ud, O. . T L. Smith's B lie of 
the Valley, T. Tuostead’e Minnehaha, H. L. Tevls Snowflake, J. 
Franklin's Speculation, T. Tunstead’s Tamalpals, J. M. Sharkey a 
Master Joe, Jae Adams' Ruler, W. Davidson s Marin, J ^ Ben¬ 
nett's Little Buttercup, Dr. J. L. Meare’s Monarch. Bulldozer 
and Mary were at once brought to the front and given over to 
Tom Tunstead, the slipper, who led off In a westerly direction. 

R. J. Tldmarsb, the judge, close behind, followed at a distance 
of fifty yards by the crowd. Before 100 yards was traveled a 
hare was started. Tunstead got the dogs well on sight, loosed 
the slips, and away they went. In about half a mile the hare 
got away In a hole and the dogs were brought back, 
the Judge deciding It “no course.” California Boy and 
Nellie were then brought up. A hare was soon 
started, which gave a hard run of two miles, getting away In the 
weeds This course was decided In favor of California Boy. 
Bulldozer and Mary then ran off tbelr “ no course » to one of the 
fleetest hares we ever saw, who gave them about four miles hard 
work, Bulldozer winning. Before the dogs could be taken up 
thev started a fresh hare, which was killed by Bulldozer, who 
then went after another, which he also killed, with Mary’s assist¬ 
ance. This was very bad for bis show In the match, as the extra 
work was very severe and Injured bis feet, which were rather 
sore before he started. Branch and Lady Oay were the next 
nalr. A bare waa soon found, which w«s killed by Branch, who 
won after a two mile run. Minnehaha and Belle of the VaUey 
then came up and were slipped to a good, stout hare, which led 
them a long chase and got away, favored by the ground. The 
course was decided In favor of Mir nehaha. Speculation then 
defeated Snowflake, the latter being too sick to give a fair Idea 
of Its abilities and speed. Master Joe and Tamalpals were the 
next In the slips. They got after a good hare, which turned and 
ran In full view of the spectators all through the chase Master 
Joe killed and won. Ruler ran a “ bye," as Marian did not start. 
Monarch defeated Little Buttercup. The latter was no match 
for Monarch, who did not let It into the hare at all. Lunch was 
then In order. It was spread under some trees near a farm¬ 
house, and devoured with a zest unknown to any one but par¬ 
ticipants In an outdoor sport. After lunch the second drawing 
wasrun off, which we will not attempt to describe, as ‘be work 
was nothing but a repetition of the u ornlng's sport: Bulldozer 
beat California Boy, Minnehaha beat Branch, Master Joe beat 
Speculation, Ruler beat Monarch. As the work bad been un¬ 
usually severe on the dogs, the president decided to run off the

J 
attacked by madneas. The dogs also have benefited by this pop¬ 
ular error, and have enjoyed a freedom from the restraint of the 
muzzle and other precautions against accidents to man to.which, 
had Sol, sals his wont, shone brightly in the dog days, the dog 
would have been subjected. 

Unfortunately, It Is an established fact that canine madness Is 
not ruled In Us ravages by the position of Sirius to the etui, but 
makes Its unwelcome appearance at all seasons. I h ‘ v ® ”°* l,h 

to encourage brooding on such an unpleasant subject , but, as It 

Is one on which the public mind can still bear s deal of educating, 
to reproduce au exposure of common fallacies tu regard to this 
disease may not be amiss, and may help to guard against 
those fancies which mistaken notions foster and encourage^.and 
under the Influence of which man too often, In his treatment of 
the dog, falls from his high estate, subjecting for the Ume bis 
intellect and higher feelings to brutal aud unreasoning ptajlons 
Briefly, then, I would have dog owners In particular, and the 
public, note the following: The dog days, as they are called, have 
no effect In developing rabies, dog madness being less common 
in hot weather than in cold and mild seasons. 

When s dog Is seen runnlug along panting and with bis longue 
out, It is not a sign that he Is msd, but that he Is hot, and prob¬ 
ably both tired and thirsty. ._ 

When s dog Is seen running about In an excited state, do not 
Jump to the conclusion thst he Is msd, and encourage a yelling 
crowd to drive him Into a state of frenzy. But quietly consider 
this fact—msd dogs do not, as s rule, go on the rampage runntng 
hither and thither " like msd," but lost dogs do, showing great 
excitement, and, clever as dogs are at finding their masters and 
their homes by ways previously unknown to them, they are not 
LllkeTve?, and the anxiety and fear shown by them demand 
our sympathy and protection. It Is, however, Important to know 
thst \ dog attacked by the disease, and when it le gaining 
mastery of his natural Impulses, frequently wanders from home,, 
but his* appearance la quite different from that of a ost dog. 
When a dogte seen In s fit, tbc Ignorant frequently declare lt *» 
be mad, and demand Its life as s sacrifice to their stupidity, but 
fits, such as dogs are very subject to, are not s sytnpton of rabies. 
Mad dogs are subject to uncontrollable paroxylsms of frenzy, but 
not to fits, except In the last stages of the disease. 

It is a mistaken Idea, but a very common one, that mad dogs 
are afraid of water—they will frequently drink to excess, and 
their doing eo ahould not lull Into a false «curUy:sn<hydro- 
phobls, which means dread of water, Is wrongly applied tocanlne 
madness Worming the tongue Is believed by many to be a 
preventive of madness; this la mere superstition, and the practice 
Is grossly cruel. The common belief thst hydrophobia in man 
mallow the bite of a healthy dog is s relf-rrtdeot absurdly 
The Blrllng cure, the Ormsklrk cure, and all other puffed up 
secret remedies are most mischievous, reliance on them prevent¬ 
ing the use of scientific measures which might prove 
remedies. The true symptoms of canine madness, which 
owners should be acquainted with, may be simply Indteatod as 
follows- The dog. whilst yet the d sesse Is but beginning to 
develop shows .change In bis disposition^! 
ful doit becomes gloomy.and morose, retiring Into quiet, dark 

corners, changing Its position and place often, and In fact d*»' 

playing s fidgety slate of unreet thst should excite suspicion. 
At this perltS he Indulge. In gnawing, and of ten In swMlowlng 
all aorta of things—pieces of carpet, string, straw, coal, wood, 
curtains, or whatever happens to be within his reach.

Onr Gun Club. 

Back again to India. Ones more to the old spot where “ onr 
races” took place, snd “ onr plg-eticklng club” held their re¬ 
unions, snd yet again Is there something left to describe, one more 
amusement still to be told. Before I commence I wish to state 
most emphatically that I am not an admirer of pigeon shooting. 

I consider It neither sportsman-llke nor eondnclve to good shoot¬ 
ing. For to become a crack shot at what are known a* “ tba 
doves,” s man requires only to become s machine, snd the more 
perfectly the said mechanical arrangements work, the greater the 
proficiency In the art of slaughter. Granted that a blue rock la 
a moat “ snaky" bird, and one that It taxes all your powers to 
kill, also thst there Is a certain smoont of satisfaction In flooring 
It, still I contend It Is not sport, but a fictitious excitement, and 
In nine cases out of tea only s medium for gambling. No man Is 
one whit the better game shot because he can make certain of a 
right and left at pigeons, and a snap shot two feet over the trap, 
however effectual, will not help him when It comes to killing a 
rocketing pheasant or a bird coming down on a wind. Doubt¬ 
less there are many who will not agree with me, and If I told 
them It was cruel wonld laugh me to scorn. I can’t help that; 

I have given my opinion and I stick to It—making only one ex¬ 
ception, which Is In favor of the tir aux pigeon s In the Bole de 
Boulogne. There, judging from what I have seen, the sport 
resolves Itself Into making as much noise sod smoke ss possible, 
In order to frighten exceedingly tame white birds, who have to 
be encouraged on their wild career by the aid of small pieces of 
turf, snd who occasionally, very occasionally, are unfortunate 
enough to flap (I cannot call It fly) Into the course of “M’aleu 
the Marquis’ ” charge.

Like nil bis country¬ 
men, be was a keen sportsman, and was tbs proud possessor of 
sn old muule-loadsr, with whtcb be used to wage s deadly war 
against snips, duck, or paddy bird, whichever cams in tbs road. 
Well, as I have said, we ail arrived In the compound, where we 
found tbs traps all in readiness, a great basket of birds, and 
Johnson, full of Importance, ready to show ue all the latest from 
Hurllngham. He had Instructed bis bearer’s eon how to manip¬ 
ulate the strings and the art of saying, “ Are you ready I" so that 
when be volunteered to lead off, Ju-t to ebow how It was done, 
be had no fear of any eonlrtUmpt. O'Connell, at Johnson went 
up to shoot, posted blmself sway on tbe right, “Just to knock 
him down, if so be you mlse the baste.” “Are you ready!”

Our First Alligator. 

A week or two since we endeavored to show, through our own 
experience In clearing a plantation In the great swamp of Loulal- 
ana, that young men devoted to tbe rod and gun found ample 
compensation In their exercise for most of the hardships of pio¬ 
neer life.

reptiles. 

We had the good fortune on our first arrival out from Mary¬ 
land, to settle in a charming neighborhood of educated and 
wealthy planters, most of whom were from our native state. It 
was the custom In the settlement to have a fish fry at a neighbor¬ 
ing lake every Saturday throughout the Spring and Fall, at 
which everybody far and near was a welcome guest At the lake 
a long shed bad been built and an ample supply of boats and 
cooking utensils provided at the common expense. On tbe days

you my experience In raislog quails. We have a lake and Ice¬ 
house In Clinton County, Illinois, thirty miles from St. Louis, on 
the South Eastern railroad. 1 left there the middle of February 
and brought home w th me ten pairs of live quail, eight pairs of 
which I turned loose to care for themselves. The other two pairs 
1 placed in a large coop, and the two hens laid fifty eggs during 
the Summer. I to k the eggs aud placed them uuder 
hens, and they hatched out forty of them. The only difficulty I 
had was that the bantam hens scratched so much they killed 
quite a number of their broods. _ 

Next Spring I Intend to breed a large number, as I am now 
fully wnvlnced that I can easily do so. I will build a large coop 
and keep each pair by themselves. By putting a little straw in 
one end of the coop they will build their nests under It and 
batch. Each pair must be by themselves to do well.

right through a buffalo or bison, or even a rhinoceros; It will peoetra c 
to the brain of au elephant, if the right spot be bit at the right angle. 
What more is wanten? 

The advocates of big bores say, We want to use a weapon which shall 
floor an animal wherever It may be hit, Irrespective or the vital spot 
aimed at. Well, let them use such weapons if they like; tnsy are suited 
for those whose object is mere slaughter. For sport I still prefer a 
smaller weapon; which, though powerful enough to kill in the bauds of 
a good shot, still gives the animal a chance if the aim be incorrect ; the 
other, say its advocates, kills wherever It hits—which is not sport.—Pii, 
in Loudon Field.

20th PAPER—THE PARTRIDGES. 

The genu* CaUipepla (beautifully-robed) presents many charac¬ 
teristics In common with iMphortyz, but the crest Is different, be¬ 
ing softer, fuller and tufted, and composed of short, broad, de¬ 
pressed feathers that spring horn the crown or vertex. The wing 
coverts are normal, tall stiffened, about three aod three fourth* 
inches In average length or from flve-etghths to three-quarters of 
an Inch shorter than the wings. The claws are small and acute, 
the outstretched feet not reaching to the end of the tall. 

The one species Inhabiting the United States Is of a bluish tint 
without any marked contrast of color, but the feathers of the 
neck, breast and belly have a narrow edging of black. 

THE BLOB COLIN .—CaUipepla equamata. 

This Is the “ true blue ” colln, though the same title Is often 
applied to the Arizona bird, or Lophortyx gambeli, and for this 
reason—except accidentally In writing of Prtorlyz pictue— we 
refrained from applying the prefix when describing the latter 
species. Tbe blue colln Is also known as the “ scaled ” or “scaly 
partridge” or “quail,’’ “ blue quail,” “ sand quail ’’ and “ sand 
partridge,” the two latter synonyms being used rather to indi¬ 
cate certain regional characteristics of Its habitat, and the former 
as describing the optical Illusion produced by the plnmage of the 
under parts, especially when observed at a little distance, which, 
seemingly abnormal in texture and disposition, looks as If tbe 
feathers were rough and stiff and displayed one over tbe other 
like overlapping scales or tile*. The same peculiarity may like¬ 
wise be observed smong the offspring of some of the ganneta, 
notably the young of tbe solan goose (aula bauana). 

This bird Is the Ortyx equamatue of Mr. N. A. Vigors, who first 
brought It to the attention of naturalists In 1830 in a contribu¬ 
tion to the “London Zoological Journal” (Vol.V, page275); also 
Is the CaUipepla etrenua of Wagler, described In volume twenty- 
five of the “ Isle ” In 1833. 

At these early dates, the blue colln was supposed to be an In¬ 
habitant ef Mexico alone, and was held such an extremely rare 
species, even In the best zoological museums and collections of 
the old world, that fabulous prices were offered and paid for bnt 
a single skin. However, the explorations of naturalist* msde In 
surveys ordered by tbe United Slates government revealed Its 
existence much further to the north than It was before supposed 
to dwell, and In territory, too, that formed a part of the great 
American republic. 

It is more southern In Its range than any other species com¬ 
mon to tbe United States, except, perhaps, Cyrtonyx maunu, 
reaching low down Into Chihuahua, Sonora, Cobabullla aod Nen- 
evo Leon In Mexico, and possibly Into Durango and Sinaloa, 
but It Is quite Irregularly dispersed, and erratic In habits and 
wanderings, at least on the hither side of the border, being here 
to-day and there to-morrow, except in a few favored localities. 
It Is a sparse Inhabitant of Arizona and New Mexico, though It 
will be found scattered here and there, from the Nueces and Pecos 
In Texas to the Rio San Domingo and San Pedro, and down the 
Olla Valley to near the Colorado. Colonel Qeo. A. McCall, In the 
proceedings of the Philadelphia Academy of Science for 1831, 
speaking of the distribution of tbe specles,says It Is found further 
to the south on the Mexican side of tbe Rio Orande “ than on 
our own, owing probably to the rugged character of tbe country 
there,” as he failed to “ meet with It on low grounds.” “Tbe 
first ap earance It makes In Texas la a little above Rhlnosa on 
the first highlands this side encountered In ascending the river 
(Rio Grande) fom Its mouth. Thence up to the Rocky Mountains 
tbe birds of this specie* may be considered as denizens of the 
United States, being about equally distributed on both sides of 
the great river.” 

Judged from the light of the present day, this gentleman’s 
notes appear to have been somewhat the result of speculation 
rather than of careful observation, as subsequent explorations 
fall to corroborate his testimony, or at least as generally In¬ 
terpreted. In a subsequent sketch quoted by Mr. John Cassln 
he expressly states the habitat of the species to be the entire 
valley of tbe Rio Grande—“a territory of great extent from 
north to south, and embracing In Its stretch between the Rocky 
Mountains and the Gulf of Mexico every variety of climate,” 
and as Baird and Brewer observe, a region, not excepting even 
the mountain valleys, that is covered In Winter deep with snow— 
or from tbe twenty-fifth to the thlrty-elghth parallel of north 
latitude. Again he says It was also found along the borders of 
the San Juan River as high up as tbe Taos, and also at the bead 
of Rlado Creek, a tributary of the Canadian, which Is also the 
chief feeder of the Arkansas. Now, while we are willing to ad¬ 
mit the possibility, and even probability of the species being able 
to accommodate themselves to all the varieties of climate ex¬ 
pressed In tbe foregoing, and tbe endurance of extremes of 
warmth and cold from almost arctic Winter to the torrid heat of 
tropica] Summer, we cannot believe tbe bird* were ever retidenU 
of so high a latitude as expressed by thirty-eight degrees, aod 
which would make them Inhabitants of the San Luis Mountains 
and Valley of Colorado, where they are now unknown, and pos¬ 
sibly of South Park as well. This, as well as many other of the 
Colonel's notes, lead us to believe that he mistook the species, 
or met with but Isolated wandering Individuals. Doctor Elliott 
Coues denies their existence above Taos, and gives this as their 
northern range only on the authority of Colonel McCall; nor to 
his surprise, did he meet with them about Fort Whipple, Arizona 
—twenty-nine minute* north of latitude thirty four—though 
this latter point would teem to be In their range. “ Probably 
my observations,” he says, “or rather want or observations, In 
this particular, represent the actual truth, as I was repeatedly 
assured that none lived there.” This may possibly be an except- 
tlon to the rule, however, owing to tbe peculiar surroundings, as 
on Interrogating Doctors Middleton and Henry Llppeneott, U. 8. 
Army, who have been stationed here, tbe Information was given 
that neither game nor fish are to be found within reasonable 
distance of the post. Doctor A. C. Yarrow says he taw but 
a single pair in all hi* Journeying* In Arizona sod New Mexleo 
until well south of the Gila River, those being met on tbe rosd 
at a point sbout midway between Bant* Fe and Albergurgne. 
Doctor 8. W. Woodhouae (Sltgreave’s Report) met the species 
once at the upper end of Valleverde (southern central New 
Mexico) on tbe west side of the Rio Grande feeding In the low 
bushes along the edge of the sand hllla, and was told they were 
to be found above Santa F*. Mr. Dresser observed only In south¬ 
western Texas between tbe Nuceus and Rio Grande, and above 
Roma. Doctor C. B. R. Kennedy say* they were everywhere 
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abundant where there was a permanent supply of fresh water 
from Llmpta Creek, In Texas, to Ban Bernardino, In Sonora. 
Colonel W. H. Emory saw them only In the Gila bottoms, but In 
numbers Captain 8. G. French only on the Upper Rio 
Grande, In tbe vicinity of El Paso, the extreme southern border 
of New Mexico (the GIndeed purchase) and northwestern corner 
of Chihuahua, and also on the plains of Ague Nueva, a few mile* 
south of Saltillo, which Utter place has been pillowed by Lowell's 
“ Bredofreedon Sawln as “ Mexican, I b’llere, fer wut we call 
Salt River.” 

All this evidence goes to show that the birds are more southern 
In tbelr habitat than supposed. They are not found near the 
coast however, but rather on tbe the table lands, and must be 
held a rara meU north of Mexico on the East, and the GUa River 
on the west. 

We are Indebted to Lieut Jan. W. Abort, of tbe Topographical 
Engineers, for the firat knowledge that the bird was at all an In¬ 
habitant of tbe American Union, who, In bis report of the Ex¬ 
amination of New Mexico,furnished several notes In relation to the 
specie*, but It Is probable that In some instances he mistook 
Lophortyx garnMi for CaUipepla equamata, as be speaks of meet¬ 
ing several “ flocks" In November after having passed through 
La Cruces, New Mexico, while descending a crooked ravine 
strewed wltj) fragments of rocks, the birds running with great 
swiftness among the clumps of “ kreoaote plant," three or four 
rose at tbe report of the gun, and the balance taking to tbelr 
heels. On weighing all the evidence we may fairly consider the 
thirty-sixth parallel as the extreme northern range of tbe blue 
colln. But to the south, in Mexico, their llmlU eanuot be 
defined with even this much accuracy, as the “Sister Republic” 
prese .U so many diversities of climate, as well as physical fea¬ 
tures, under the same degree of latitude, that one species will 
be found at polnu penetrating far Into the range of a more 
southern or northern neighbor. Benor Jesu Y. Modrino writes 
us that be has met the equamata frequently about the head 
waters of the Rio de Noncava, In Southwestern Chihuahua, a 
branch of the Rio del Concho, which Is one of the large tributa¬ 
ries of the Rio Grande, and In 8ooora In and about Guadaioupe 
and the region generally between the Rio Ysqul and Rio Mayo 
For all the testimony of Col. Geo. A. McCall, who, as before 
quoted, met the birds nowhere on low grounds, and of Lieuten¬ 
ant D. N. Couch, who says: “ I first met with this species about 
sixty leagues west of Matamoras, but only after we were free 
from prairies and bottom lands.” The blue colln is emphatically 
and almost exclusively an Inhabitant of the warm valleys, aod 
grassy and well watered plains, and not, like the Massena variety, 
a “ dweller In high places ” and mountainous districts. For this 
reason we are Inclined to believe these gentlemen to have been 
mistaken In the species; or, possibly It may have been their lot 
to meet only with one of those exceptions that are found to every 
rule, aod which holds good In ornithology as In all things else 
for both are too reliable Individuals to willfully aod knowingly 
utter a mlstatemenL When the bird* are seen In hilly districts, 
as they undoubtedly may be at times, we must believe that they 
have been led thither by some unusual freak, possibly in pursuit 
of Insect food, which has there become more abundant than In 
their usual haunts. 

Birds are rarely seen as far North as Santa Fe, but occasionally 
appear along the Ban Pedro East of Tucson, though they are by 
no means constant residents, the closest search some years fall¬ 
ing to reveal the presence of a single Individual. They have been 
observed to be most abundant In those season* that proved uni¬ 
formly pleasant and warm, and It was probably during such a one 
that Lieutenant J. G. Parke, of the Engineers, found them 
“all along the route of the Pacific Railway Survey, from Fort 
Yuma to 8an Antonio.” Doctor A. L. Heermann (Pacific R. R. 
Burvey, Vol. 10) remarks seeing them occasionally from Tucson 
eastward to Llmpla Springs, but they were always In the most 
arid portions of tbe route, and we Judge from his language, no 
way abundant, but rather Isolated specimens. The plumed or 
Gambel’s colln Is the only bird of tbe family to be found con¬ 
stantly about Tucson. We have frequently heard of their 
being about Fort Clark, Kinney county, Texas, from officers that 
have been stationed at this poet, and Lieutenant Burton Informed 
Doctor Heermann that such was the case when be was there In 
1855 or 6. This post la some one hundred and twenty or twenty- 
five miles West of San Antonio, and forty-five North of Fort 
Duncan and Eagle Psas, on the Rio Grande, and surrounded by 
country that would seem to possess all tbe attributes essential to 
the welfare of the species, being but ten or twelve hundred feet 
above tbe sea level, well watered, covered with grass, aod with 
handsome groves along the water courses.; to the West and 
Southwest, for the most part, 1* low, gently undulating, and the 
Bata well covered with mesqult, and withal a very equitable cll- 
mate; yet here even tbe birds are by no means constant residents, 
appearing In greater or less numbers In different seasons, and 
sometimes disappearing entirely. 

The further 8outh one travels,the more constant and abundant 
the bird* become, nottl when well Into Mexico they appear per¬ 
manent fixtures. In Arizona aod New Mexico they can hardly 
be considered either abundant or constant, except, perhaps, In 
the southern portion, or the “Lower Country,” as the valley* of 
the GUa and Colorado are called, and In the region known as 
“Gadsen's Purchase.” And still we cannot say they are of a migra¬ 
tory habtt In the strict acceptance of the term, but they are wan¬ 
derers, moving hither and thither as fancy dictates, or advanc- 
and retiring as the food supply becomes exhausted In one locality 
or more abundant In another. But across the border,where there 
I* leas variation In the character of the sustenance to be obtained, 
the birds are stationary, and where found are almost always resi¬ 
dent; and here, too, they approach more closely In habits, kin¬ 
dred and neighboring species, and sometimes so far forget tbelr 
native habits as to become quite tame and unsuspicious, and to 
gather about the villages, perhaps even to enter the enclosures 
and associate and feed In perfect amity and good understanding 
with domestic fowls. 

As before remarked, It la difficult to determine their extreme 
southern boundaries; it Is sufficient to remark, however, that they 
Inhabit the entire musqutt region (the northern at least) of 
Mexico. They are most abuodant perhaps on the tfal pale, 
which Is almost a terra incognita even to Mexicans, and presents 
a perfect wilderness of Sierra and chaparral, thickly covered with 
nopalo* and mesqult, which are here the characteristic trees. 

They are small birds, not to exceed olne and a half or ten 
Inches In length, with an outstretched wing measurement of 
from fourteen to fourteen and a half Inches, and weighing a 
trifle less than ten ounces, approaching the Virginia ortyx more 
closely In point of alas than any other species. The bUl Is black, 
the eyes brown, and feet ash colored; and these, with the wings 
and tall, resemble qulU markedly the Arizona Lophortyz. The 
plumes of the heed are utterly unlike those of aoy of the sped as 
before discussed. Instead of being like the plume* of a helmet, 
or having the feathers club-shaped and recurved. Is short, soft 
aod full, and though capable of being erected In a most conspic¬ 
uous manner, can be laid flat on tbe neck and quite out of sight, 
or at least so much so a* to present but a mere nick or notch In 
the plumage ; they are white on tbe Up, too, ringed with brown 
next to the whitish, and nan be spread or opened at will, like the 
leaves of a fan. 

Tho general oolor 1* of a bluish or leaden grey, the azure rings 
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being most marked on the upper throat, and on the neck Jut 
behind the occiput. Tbe head generally I* more of a grajlsb 
plumbeous than blue, as Is the lower throat, and without mark¬ 
ings, save the latter sometime* exhibit* ■ yellowish brown rings. 
The feathers of the neck, upper part of back, and under part* 
chiefly, except upon the aides and behind, have a narrow but well- 
defined margin of blackish, producing the scaly or Imbricated 
effect before noted as giving rise to one of the names popularly 
applied to the specie*. The belly Is whitish, the central portion 
streaked or ringed with brownish, and sometimes with a con¬ 
spicuous abdominal patch of dark rusty. The wings are short 
the exposed portion tinged with light yellowish-brown, and very 
finely and almost Imperceptibly mottled; the wing cqverts and 
tertlals large, entlra'y concealing the primaries when the wings 
are closed. Rusty white streaked with reddish or rusty marks 
the anal region. Feathers on tbe sides streaked centrally with 
white, and the edges of the Inner tertlals white, constituting a 
straight line down tbe rump, but are bordered on the side next 
the shaft by a dusky line. The rump, tall coverts, aod upper sur¬ 
face of tall are more or less pure lead color than the anterior or 
Intercapular p .rtion of back, and absolutely mottled like the 
tertlals. The tertlals are so long as to reach nearly to the tip of 
the tall. The pale reddish brown tinge along the middle of the 
belly also frequently pervades tbe scale-llke -margin* of the 
feathers. The feathers of the neck are llgut brown Instead of 
black; those of the breast and belly with dark brown shafts occu¬ 
pying the center of a dark V-shaped mark, the apex of which 
point* backward, the arms dividing Into two branches and di¬ 
verging more aod more posteriorly. The tall coverts are so Tong 
as almost to conceal the tall feathers proper, which latter are soft 
and weak In character. The sexes differ but little If aoy In gen¬ 
eral appearance, and the female Is rather an exception to the 
rule that prevails among the gaUinaeete, she, If anything exhibit¬ 
ing the brightest plumage. 

Chicks we are unable to describe; bnt young birds have the 
head above of agraylsh brown, each feather of the crest streaked 
centrally with white. The back generally presents a prevailing 
color of ashy-brown, the anterior portion along and between the 
shoulders mottled transversely with rufous and black, as are also 
the tertiarie*. The wing coverts are tipped and also streaked 
centrally with white; throat ashy-white. Beneath, the under 
part* generally are washed with reddish or rusty, and on the sides 
most distinctly banded with transverse blackish brown bars. On 
the upper surface of the tall may be detected Indistinct bands, 
producing the general effect of mottling* of dark brown and 
white. BUI dark brown above, lighter below; legs and feet 
whitish pink or whitish brown. 

Though Inhabiting much the same region where Gambel’s, or 
the “helmeted” colln la found, there appears to be a decided re¬ 
pugnance between the two specie , as they are never seen 
associating together, nor are the coveys ever In close proximity to 
one another. Major W. H. Emory, In tbe report of his opera¬ 
tions under General Philip Kearney In tbe Gila region in 1846-7, 
reports finding them In considerable numbers from the junction 
of tbe San Pedro and Gila down to tbe mouth of tbe latter 
stream, or where It unites with tbe Colorado, and Incidentally 
remarks of a camp two mils* below tht first-named point, that 
“ myriads ” of blue colln* “ were to be seen on every hand.” 

In Texas they have been observe-: commingling with tbe south¬ 
western variety of Ortyx elrglnlanta (Ortyx iezanaf) and here are 
said to resemble the latter birds somewhat In habits, and, 
further, to breed with them, though we have failed to obtain any 
description of tbe hybrids, or positive Information as to their 
existence. At all events, the manners of blue colln* do not seem 
to differ very materially from those of other American perdteida 
In general, though their cunning and Instinct seems vastly 
superior to some of the species; perhaps as they Inhabit regions 
In the midst of their most Inveterate enemies,' they have more 
frequent occasion to put their arts In practice, and learn by habit 
the means of evasion and safety. Among their enemies, besides 
the usual and numerous birds of prey, may be rated wolves, both 
the common and tbe prairie (lobo or coyote) variety, opossums 
snd racoons, who destroy their eggs, tarantulas, who kill and 
devour the chicks, Texas-cats, ocelots, tiger-cats, yaguarundl- 
cata, pumas, jaguars, peccaries, foxes, snakes, etc. The so-called 
“ cotton-mouth " snake, the rattlesnake, and the burrowing owl, 
alike destroy and devour the cheepers and eggs when they can be 
obtained. But If unmolested, the birds are said by the Mexicans 
to attain to an age of from fifteen to eighteen years, as proven by 
Individuals brought up In confinement from their downy stage. 
Fifteen years la supposed to represent the average of life of perdt¬ 
eida, according to the computation of Pallas. But, withal, we 
are at loss to know bow our Greaser neighbors arrived at so satis¬ 
factory a conclusion regarding the age of this species, seeing 
that, In spite of their assertions they were arrived at by birds kept 
In confinement, they are hardly susceptible of domestication, all 
known attempts of reliable origin having proved futile. 

In confinement tbelr movements are very rapid, and they also 
exhibit unusual suspicion, alertness and timidity, resembling tu 
many respects—a* far as a bird can resemble an animal—the 
actions of the Tasmanian or tiger-wolf when under restraint and 
subjected to the Influence of man. The celebrated Mexican natu¬ 
ralist, Don Pablo de la Llave, says he repeatedly attempted to 
rear the blue colln In cages, but though, even when taken quite 
young, he himself fed them and constantly ministered to and 
attended upon tbelr wants, he could not accustom them to his 
presence, and they appeared to become more and more wild. In¬ 
tractable, and suspicious day by day; and when the experiment 
was persisted In, they finally pined away and died of a disorder 
closely simulating nostalgia. 

While occasionally It may be met with on rocky ground, It Is 
probable they frequent such regions only when It affords sus¬ 
tenance to mesqult bushes as they seem especially partial to 
the presence of this form of vegetation. The plains and grassy 
mesas are preferred to rock* and hills, and they are to be found 
on all " lanoe ” where parpalum and mesqult grasses grow, and 
amongst the grove* of acacia, proaopl* (Strombocarpue pubeeeene, 
and Strombocarpue emoryt), ntspaloa and mesqult. They are 
very partial, It Is said, In the more northern regions of their 
habitat, to the so-called prairie dog (Cynamye ludoeletanue) 
tawna, though these usually embrace large tracts destitute of 
vegetation; everything In fact but a stray cactus here and there, 
having been destroyed by the marmots; and for lack of better 
cause to which to assign this strange preference, the bird* are 
supposed to be drawn thither by the abundance of favorite In¬ 
sect food. They are alto at timet, more particularly toward the 
dose of Bummer or early Autumn, It would appear, found to 
cover large tracts destitute of all forms of vegetable life, es¬ 
pecially open, sandy plains—though usually not tar removed from 
either greet or water—and probably for a like reason as In tbe 
foregoing; still they are probably capable of existing for con¬ 
sider* bl* periods of time without water, as Doctor Heermann re¬ 
marks that the few be met were found on the moat tier!la and 
arid portions of hi* route. 

In southern Arisons they are more likely to be foond to 
chaparral on sandy plaint, and among the mesqult bush** and 
•linking larrwa; but la northern B.-nora, though exhibiting a 
preference for the tarns vegetation, thslr haunts are more ele¬ 
vated, and masn-llks ground. 

Generally where observed they will be found to bare tbs 
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country entirely to themselves, so fir as other members of 
tbe seme faintly ere concerned; end though sometimes lnbablt- 
lng such barren wastes to the north of tbelr range, their prefer¬ 
ence Is usually exhibited for plains covered with verdure, and 
through which numerous streams and watercourses flod their 
way They are remarkably unsuspicious In the latter localities, 
and are very loath to take wing, but when they do, Oy to long 
distances, keeping nearly together, and on alighting run with 
such remarkable velocity as soon to elude pursuit. Here, too, 
If tbe cover Is good, their habits more closely approach those of 
orly*, as when first found they will commonly lie well to either 
pointer or setter, and sufficiently close to afford good sport; but 
once raised they will not linger, for as soon as they again reach 
the ground they take to their legs and separate to seek conceal¬ 
ment, and are very shy about again assembling until assured 
that danger Is no longer Imminent, though tbelr notes may 
be heard for hours Inquiring of tbe whereabouts of one another. 
They are more Inveterate runners than others of the family, ex¬ 
celling Lophortyx gambtU , and even Orserlyz ptetus, and there Is 
oooe that can begin to compete with them In wariness or In 
rapidity of movements, as when pursued they ascend the most 
precipitous cliffs, and disappear, with Incomprehensible swiftness, 
Id tbe bushes. On the barrens of New Mexico and Artxonatbey 
will not lush at all except with extreme difficulty and under un¬ 
usual circumstances, as when alarmed by unexpected and sud¬ 
den approach, but make their escape by, running as soon as the 
nelghbornood of danger Is detected, and then scattering, each 
takes Its own way toward a place of safety, where, If not dis¬ 
turbed, they soon make known their presence by uttering tbelr 
call note, which Is almost exactly like that of the mountain colin, 
and Is kept golDg, though at considerable intervals, until all are 
again reunited. Here, too, they have never been observed near 
the baunti of civilization. 

When they are forced Into flight they never take to trees or 
bushes, so notably terrestrial are they In habits, but ss soon as 
possible drop to the ground and ply their feet for all they are 
worth; and when running present a very handsome and attractive 
appearance, as the body Is kept erect, and the bead held high, 
and In this attitude they seem fairly to skim over the surface of 
tbe ground; on such occasions, too, the white plume Is erected 
snd spread out consplcuoualy like a fan. or as some have likened 
It, an “old fashioned cbnptau ds bras worn fore and aft,’’ that 
gives them a peculiarly trim and jaunty air pleasing to the be¬ 
holder. 

They are very bard to shoot, whether legitimately or Illegiti¬ 
mately, because of the difficulty of forcing them to take to tbelr 
wlDgs, though these appendages are not at all deficient either In 
size or strength, and because of their speed and arts; amoDgst 
the larger cover they dodge about hither and thither, doubling 
and twisting like hares. Mr. Dresser says he has seen a covey 
numbering a dozen or fifteen Individuals elude pursuit so sud¬ 
denly and disappear with such rapidity that one could not 
by any possibility be obtained. 

Of shooting, Doctor Coues remarks that tbe blue colin may 
be “ potted ” In great style by one so disposed, and he thinks 
several generations of training will be necessary before It will lie 
well to tbe dog. He Is inclined to believe the faculty so much 
prized in game birds, known as “lying to the dog,” and which 
seems to form an essential feature to the enjoyment of field 
sports In tbelr perfection, Is almost. If not equally, as much the 
result of education as. tbe pointing of the Intelligent animal 
that seems so necessary to our success as sportsmen. In a prim¬ 
itive and natural condition, he thinks that coltns as a general 
rule prefer to resort to their legs and feet to escape pursuit rather 
than to lie and attempt to secure safety by concealment. “That 
the reverse Is tbe case with the Virginia bird,” he further says, 
“ I am perfectly aware, but this proves nothing to the contrary, 
and I am inclined to think Its crouching till almost trodden upon 
to be an acquired trick. This would surely be a poor way of 
escape from any of Its natural enemies—any carnivorous bird or 
mammal; yet they found It to succeed so well against their chief 
persecutor, that he has had to call In the aid of a sharper-sighted, 
sbarper-nosed brute than himself, else be might stumble over 
stubble fields all day without seeing a bird, except by accident. 
I presume that Virginia quail In the days of Captain 8mlth and 
Pocahontas were very much In the social status of the Arizo¬ 
nian to-day; and these certainly trust to tbelr legs and wings 
rather than to the artifice of thrusting their beads Into a tussock 
of grass, and then fancying they are safe.” 

Passing by the fact that tbe Doctor considers the sportsman 
a dull-sighted, dull-nosed bruts, we are UDable to find any ground 
for tbe insinuation that the Virginia, or Indeed any other form 
of colin, ever trusts to the “ artifice of thrusting Its heads Into a 
tussock of grass,” and like the ostrich, “fancying It Is safe." 
The Virginia bird Is entirely to astute for that, and when It at¬ 
tempts concealment, It Is usually of the most perfect character, 
as any sportsman who bss devoted time to tbelr pursuit mnst 
aver. There Is, however, a great deal worthy of attention In the 
Doctor’s remarks, yet the act of crouching In tbe face of danger 
cannot, we think, be held fully as an acquir'd habit, but rather 
the result of education of a latent one, as nearly or quite all 
gatltnacea will lie to the dog at times, and undeT certain cir¬ 
cumstances, even In the most primitive state. The partridge of 
the plains of Bolivia, that Is seldom hunted except by children 
and youths, lies as well to the dog as the- common partridge of 
Europe, yet this cannot be tbe result of education, but rather of 
an Inherent peculiarity, and one that certainly aids In their 
escape from fo-s. How by any p sslblltty the colin can escape 
from carnivorous birds, as hawks and vultures, by the use of Its 
legs and wings we cannot see, as the latter circle round and 
round ss they move, awaiting only the favorable moment to 
strike. Concealment then Is the Inevitable and dsrnisr resort; 
and we notice, too, that young birds and chicks always use this 
mode of escape from all foes. We must believe then that tbe 
art of hiding has been taught the species by sad experience of 
ages, Irrespective of any meddling by man or dog, and in those 
Instances when fright baa stopped up the emunctorles of the 
body snd suppressed the natural secretions, and necessarily tbe 
■cent or odor, toe forcing of tbe body Into some thick tuft of 
grass, In the midst of dense cover, or In s cavity or opening be¬ 
tween the rocks and stones, has preserved them from tbe vora¬ 
cious appetites of cats, foxes and wolves, whose sense of sight Is 
Jess scuts than that of smell; and both of the latter are well- 
known to be endowed with keen noses and to hunt their prey 
largely by scent. It la folly to suppose the birds, with all tbelr 
astuteness, detect the difference between the wild canid* and 
the educated companion of man, and they naturally put In prac- 
«ce those arts with the latter which they have found to succeed 
■o well with the former. When we find birds Inhabiting plains 
devoid of long grass, or regions with thick, Impenetrable cover, 
they lie but tfly, trusting rather to their legs, or wings—where 
birds of prey are abundant—naturally the former, as attracting 
**• attention; but where open oover and long grass abound, 
•ueb as results from agriculture and civilisation, experience soon 
teaches them that waiting silently, motionless, and hidden offers 
“** * ur »st chance of escape. 

Tbe bine colin Invariably roosts upon the ground at night, end 
u as much as possible In the opeo, tbe better to prevent surprise, 
tor they fly and ran as well by night ss during tbe day; they also 
gather la s circle much la the same way as “bob whites,” 
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presumably with a guard, as they are oever taken unawares. 
Where the birds are abundant tbelr shrill, piping notes may be 
heard on every side, just before sundown, as they call to one 
another to cease from feeding and come together preparatory 
to seeking lodgings for the night 

In most regions they will, when cultivation of the soil becomes 
fsirly established, doubtleae prove of Incalculable value to the 
farmer and gardner, ai their food Is chiefly Insectivorous In char 
acter, though they feed to some extent upon tbe seeds of mes- 
qult grass, and on mesqult beans, and along tbe Mexican border 
they have been observed with their bills stained from feeding on 
the berries of the Opuntta frutesesns. They are especially destruc¬ 
tive, as proven by frequent examination of tbelr crops, to bemlp- 
terus Insects, whlc i Includes the clmtx or bug family, apbid* or 
plant-lice, the locusts, grasshoppers, and cochineal Insect. 

The courting season Is in April and May In Texas, earlier In 
Nuevo Leon and southern Chihuahua, at which time the coveys 
that have existed In perfect amity through the Winter break up 
Into pairs. Now the males do battle for the favors of the hens, 
and terrible consequences often ensue as the result of these con¬ 
flicts. The cocks, too, are the most salacious of the family, 
being given to excessive and oftentimes most Immoderate venery 
—rather unusual In monogamous birds—snd their constant at¬ 
tentions to the bens combined with the duties entailed upon 
them by maternity tells upon tbe latter to an astonishing degree; 
and when freed from tbe nest they are so scrawny and thin In 
flesh that they do not again acquire their natural contour and 
plumpness until after tbe Autumn molt, which usually takes 
place the latter part of August or first of September. It is said 
that the male when under the Influence of tbe sexual rage pur¬ 
sues the female to her nest, and will even break her eggs rather 
than not Indulge bis inclination, and this Is supposed to be the 
reason why the broods are frequently so small. 

They make no regular nest unless a mere scratching In a situ¬ 
ation very carelessly selected, and lined perhaps with a few dry 
leaves, grasses or weed-stalks, loosely scraped together, can be 
so called; frequently a mere hollow on the bare ground or scraped 
In the sand at the footof some mesqult bush, suffices. The eggs, 
ten or a dozen In number, less frequently fifteen, are deposited 
one by one as with kindred fowl, and are of a dull or creamy 
white, the surface minutely speckled with little dots or freckles 
of pale or reddish drab. They are regularly oval in shape, much 
more elongated than those of other species of the family, meas¬ 
uring, as they do, a little more than one and one-third Inches 
longitudinally,with an extreme lateral diameter of perhaps ninety- 
five one-hundredths. 

The downy chicks make their first appearance In June or July. 
A second brood may possibly be reared, but from the size of the 
coveys fouud In Autumn, which seldom number more than a 
dozen or sixteen Individuals, would seem to preclude such a pos¬ 
sibility, except where the first nesting Is destroyed. The male 
does not aid directly In Incubation, never having been observed 
on the nest; but after his spouse has once fairly begun to sit, be 
hovers about the nest, standing almost constant guard over her 
and her treasures. 

There Is little reason for supposing that the little ones differ 
much from the young of other perdieid* In habits, and they are 
undoubtedly fully as precocious as any of their cousins. When 
running before danger sr responding to the cluck of the mother, 
tbe chicks utter curious peeps in a faint piping tone, and the 
old birds, under like circumstances, or when separated, have a 
peculiar note which, when first heard, would suggest the cry of 
some species of squirrel. 

The coveys keep together throughout the Autumn and Winter, 
and are carefully and jealously guarded and cared for by the old 
birds. They show little of tbe quarrelsome disposition of the 
mountain colin until 8prlng, when they separate into pairs 
directly after molting; but then all fraternal harmony and love 
is forgotten and driven away by the procreative passion. 

Both old and young are very fine flavored, and consequently 
superior table delicacies, the former, when but four or five months 
old, being preferred, as their flesh is lighter and possesses in a 
higher degree those requisites demanded by the epicure, such as 
tenderness, plumpness of muscle, and delicate savor. 

Owing to their almost exclusively terrestrial habits, the birds, 
when procured, are usually killed while running, or captured by 
means of nets and snares. One writer says they are very silly 
birds, and that a man on horseback, by riding round and round 
In a circle, or rather In s spiral, so as to approach closer each 
time, may knock on tbe head as many as he pleases; but that the 
most common method Is to catch them with a running noose, or 
little lasso of horse hair, fastened to the end of a long 
stick. “ A boy on a quiet horse will frequently catch thirty or 
forty In a day.” This statement would seem more probable had 
not the writer used tbe very words of Charles DamoD, substitut¬ 
ing “ little lasso of horse-hair ” for “little lasso made from the 
stem of an ostrich feather,” In a note made regarding a partridge 
of South America (Hothuia nufjor) In his voyage of a “ Naturalist 
Around the World In H. M. 8. Beagle.” “ Perbum sat sapisntts .” 


The Forests of Brazil. 

Brazil Is the land of virgin forests par acsUsncc. The traveler 
who penetrates Into them Is seized with admiration at tbelr Im¬ 
posing aspect. On first approaching these forests and observ¬ 
ing their physiognomy from a distance, their resemblance to 
those of our own country surprises him; but the first Impres¬ 
sion Is gradually effaced as he advances Into them. It Is no 
longer the fatiguing monotony of our woods of oak and pine. 
Every tree has In a certain manner Its own peculiarity ; each has 
Its own distinct foliage of a verdure differing often from those 
that surround It. Gigantic plants, which belong to families tbe 
most remote, Intermingle tbelr branches and blend tbelr foliage. 
Five-leaved blgnonla* grow beside cassias, and the golden flowers 
of the cassias In falling are scattered over arborescent ferns The 
thousand-tlmee-dlvlded branches of tbe myrtles bring Into prom¬ 
inence the most elegant simplicity of the palms, and among the 
light leaflets of the mimosas, the cecroplas spread their large 
leaves and branches which resemble an Immense candelabrs The 
greatest part of the trees rise perfectly straight to a prodigious 
height. There are some which have a bark entirely smooth, 
others are defended by thorns, and the enormous trunks of a 
species of wild figs throw out oblique blades, which seem to sup¬ 
port them like crossbows. The obscure flowers of our beeches 
and oaks are scarcely perceived by any but naturalists; but In 
tbe forests of South America, gigantic trees frequently display 
the most brilliant of corollas. The cassias send forth long 
golden bunches; the oochyslaa erect thyrses and Irregular-look¬ 
ing flowera. Corollas sometimes yellow, sometimes purple, 
longer than those of the foxgloves, cover with profusion tree 
blgnonlaa, and cartels* adorn themselves with flowera which re¬ 
semble the wild lilies In size and form, as they vie with some of 
the foreign species of these showy plants In mixture of brilliant 
colors. Certain vegetable forms, which grow here only In the 
humblest proportions, develop themselves there, and appear with 
a pomp unknown to our sober latitudes. Tbe borage family 
become shrubs; several euphorbias, like the .India-rubber plant, 
become majestic trees, and an agreeable shade may be enjoyed 
under the thick foliage of some of the composite, which bloom with 
Us In the humble aster and dandelion. But It is principally In 


the grasses that tbe difference In tbe vegetation Is shown. There 
are some.lt Is true,which acquire no greater dimensions, than those 
of our fields and waysides, but there are also many species which 
■hoot up to the height of trees, and have many branched stems 
with large leaves. At first straight as an arrow and terminated 
by a sharp point, they produce at their nodes only a single leaf, 
which resembles a large scale. This latter falls off ; from Its pit 
arises a crown of abort branches, charged with true leaves; the 
stem of the gracefully feathered bamboo is thus ornamented at 
regular Intervals with whorls, which bend and form beautiful 
cradles between the trees. 

The twining plants, which interlace themselves between these 
forests, are themselves enormous trees. There Is one, a deadly 
Liana, called tbe Matador, which Is as straight as a European 
poplar, snd suspends Itself by means of aerial roots to other 
stems. There Is another species, which exists at a considerable 
height upon the trunks of the loftiest trees, and who e stalk 
forms around tbelr circumference, as It were, a sort of a crown, 
from which It puts forth tortuous branches. It Is In the oriental 
provinces of Brazil especially that these forests are multiplied, 
they form one vast district, which is known by the name 
of Matta Gerale. All the mountains and valleys of Terra 
do Mor are covered with these forest lines, which diminish 
towards the provinces of Pernambuco and Cara. The calcareous 
and granitic soil there present less favorable conditions to arbor¬ 
escent vegetation. Virgin forests appear there only at Intervals, 
and alternate wlthcatingas. It la thus that they call the dense 
thickets of briars and thorns, of climbing and shrubby plants In 
tbe midst of which arise scattered trees of medium height. It Is 
In the catlngas especially, that we meet with that singular tree 
called by the natives Imburlna. It Is more than six feet In cir¬ 
cumference, and is so much more striking In aspect, since the 
trees that surround It grow a little more than a foot. Like 
certain columns, It Is swelled more at the middle than at the 
base; more frequently It Increases a little distance from the 
ground, and the upper part goes on diminishing Into a spindle. 
Its shlDlng reddish bark la not cracked, but It bears grey scars, 
which are the remains of the thorns, with which the tree was 
loaded In Its youth. The trunk, which attains great height, doeB 
not present a single branch throughout its whole length, and Its 
extremity alone Is marked by a small number of horizontally 
spreading branches. Tbe catlngas do not grow southward of the 
province of Minas Geraes, and never reach a great height above 
the level of the sea 

We must not suppose, says St. Hilaire, that virgin forests are 
everywhere the same; they afford variations according to the 
nature of tbe land, Its elevation and distance from the equator. 
Tbe woods beyond Vlgie, for Instance, are more majestic than all 
those in the rest of the province; the trees In them display surprising 
vigor, but the twining plants are not very numerous; In some 
places bamboos alone constitute the mass of the vegetation; In 
others palms and arborescent ferns predominate. 

When we have reached the borders of Parahlba and advanced 
toward the equator, we see virgin forests reappear. The pene¬ 
trating rays of the sun more and more vertical gives to tbe land 
a prodigious force of production. The creations under the In¬ 
fluence of this scorching heat partake of the monstrous and 
gigantic. From the mouth of the Amazon to several hundred 
miles eastward lies an impenetrable forest, a truly vegetable 
chaos. Extreme humidity, together with a scorching tempera¬ 
ture, forces vegetation to *n almost Immoderate activity. Dur¬ 
ing given periods the trees and shrubs are stripped of their 
leaves. Vegetation Is at a stand, and quantities of carbonic 
acid escaping from the soli create a deleterious atmosphere over 
tbe whole extent of the forest. The shining leaves of the pine¬ 
apple family shed continually over the soil the water which they 
distil, and a thousand other shrubs pour from their stems drops 
of rain, which in evaporating charge the air with an Incredible 
amount of humidity. 

In the low valleys of the Amazon the same forests assume, 
during the rainy season, a peculiar aspect. The river and Its 
neighboring lakes inundate tbe forests to a great distance by In¬ 
numerable natural canals, and tbe trunks of the trees are im¬ 
mersed In the water here and there where they commence to 
branch out. The traveler who embarks upon one of the numeroas 
tributaries of tbe Amazon runs great risk of being entangled In this 
network of canals, and unless well provided with trusty guides, 
may wander about many days before be regains the open water 
highway. Language cannot describe the strange spectacle which 
these vast woods present, with tbelr floating green Islands upon 
the surface of the turbid yellow river, upon which the traveler 
guides his frail bark with difficulty. When the wind agitates 
the waves and the overhanging branches along tbe banks of the 
mighty river, the landscape takes a physiognomy beyond expres¬ 
sion of language or that of the artist. Plants and animals appear 
no longer In this vast Inland sea to be terrestrial; they seem to 
be aerial, and tbe branches of the myrtles and blgDonlaa, balanc¬ 
ing themselves abo> e the head of tbe voyageur, stretch their huge 
limbs to the blue vaults of the skies. When the waters retire 
they leave upon tbe soil a slime of extreme fertility, In whteh 
the cocos And the elements of rapid growth and an abundant crop. 
We see the sleep banks reappear, the sandy shores become rap¬ 
idly covered with tall grasses, countless reeds epilog up on 
all sides, and a kind of a fleshy vegetable parasite rises from the 
■oil over the roots. 

“When the air Is heated,” says Martlus, In his memorable 
journey to Brazil, “ the forests, so luxuriant during tbe season of 
humidity, become a vast necropolis. Everything surrounding us 
presented a peculiar aspect unknown to us, and filled the mind 
with aadDeee. The great forest was no longer other than a 
tomb, for the dry season bad entirely divested It of its ornament* 
of leares and flowers. We see climbing here and there a few 
thorny aenllaces, on which the winding stems of the clseua fur¬ 
nished some Isolated leaves. The trunk of the trees was only the 
more detached upon the aznre of the sky by all this Investiture, 
by these branches, which embraced them ss with tbe arms of 
giants. We saw a great number of thorny scad as, cabbage trees, 
Copaiferss with multiplied branches, and cow trees, but what 
struck us above all, was the gigantic trunks of the Cborisia wn- 
tricosa swelled like enormous tuna Myriads of ant* have suspended 
their dwellings, real labyrinths, on tbe trunks of these trees, and 
tbelr contour for several feet In extent, contrasts, by Its deep 
oolor with the light grey of tbe branches divested of their foliage. 
Tbe forest struck with Immobility during Autumn, resounded 
with the cry of numerous birds, especially with the hoarse notes 
of tbe arars and parroquete. We met with armadillos, and fear¬ 
ful swarms of ants In tbe midst of high walls of cassims, which 
are raised by the excavating Industry of ants. Sloth* presented 
themselves to our view suspended lethargically from the »hits 
branches of tbe Ambatba. The noisy troops of monkeys could be 
heard at a great distance.
